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CALENDARS. 


Instructions  to  Editors. 


The  Master  of  the  Rolls  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Editors  of 
Calendars  to  the  following  considerations,  with  a  view  to  secure  uniformity 
of  plan  in  the  important  works  on  which  they  are  engaged  : — 

He  is  anxious  to  extend,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  proper  economy  and 
despatch,  the  utility  of  the  Calendars  of  State  Papers  now  publishing  under 
his  control :  1st.  As  the  most  efficient  means  of  making  the  national  archives 
accessible  to  all  who  are  interested  in  historical  inquiries  ;  2nd.  As  the  best 
justification  of  the  liberality  and  munificence  of  the  Government  in  throwing 
open  these  papers  to  the  public,  and  providing  proper  catalogues  of  their 
contents  at  the  national  expense. 

The  greater  number  of  the  readers  who  will  consult  and  value  these  works 
can  have  little  or  no  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Public  Record  Office,  in 
which  these  papers  are  deposited.  The  means  for  consulting  the  originals 
must  necessarily  be  limited  when  readers  live  at  a  distance  from  the  metro- 
polis ;  still  more  if  they  are  residents  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  distant  colonies, 
or  foreign  states.  Even  when  such  an  opportunity  does  exist,  the  difficulty 
of  mastering  the  original  hands  in  which  these  papers  are  written  will  deter 
many  readers  from  consulting  them.  Above  all,  their  great  variety  and 
number  must  present  formidable  obstacles  to  literary  inquirers,  however 
able,  sanguine,  and  energetic,  when  the  information  contained  in  them  is 
not  made  accessible  by  satisfactory  Calendars. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  considers  that,  without  superseding  the  necessity 
of  consulting  the  originals,  every  Editor  ought  to  frame  his  Calendar  in  such 
a  manner  that  it  shall  present,  in  as  condensed  a  form  as  possible,  a  correct 
index  of  the  contents  of  the  papers  described  in  it.  He  considers  that  the 
entries  should  be  so  minute  as  to  enable  the  reader  to  discover  not  only  the 
general  contents  of  the  originals,  but  also  what  they  do  not  contain.  If 
the  information  be  not  sufficiently  precise,  if  facts  and  names  be  omitted  or 
concealed  under  a  vague  and  general  description,  the  reader  will  be  often 
misled  he  will  assume  that  where  the  abstracts  are  silent  as  to  informatic n 
to  be  found  in  the  documents,  such  information  does  not  exist ;  or  he  will 
have  to  examine  every  original  in  detail,  and  thus  one  great  purpose  will 
have  been  lost  for  which  these  Calendars  have  been  compiled. 
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As  tbe  documents  are  various,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  considers  that  they 
will  demand  a  corresponding  mode  of  treatment.  The  following  rulea  are 
to  be  observed  : — 

1st.  All  formal  and  ofBcial  documents,  such  as  letters  of  credence,  war- 
rants, grants,  and  the  like,  should  be  described  as  briefly  as  possible. 

2nd.  Letters  and  documents  referring  to  one  subject  only  should  be  cata- 
logued as  briefly  as  is  consistent  with  correctness.  But  when  they  contain 
miscellaneous  news,  such  a  description  should  be  giA'en  as  will  enable  a 
reader  to  form  an  adequate  notion  of  the  variety  of  their  contents. 

3rd.  Wherever  a  letter  or  paper  is  especially  difficult  to  decipher,  or  the 
allusions  more  than  ordinarily  obscure,  it  will  be  advisable  for  the  Editor  to 
adhere,  as  closely  as  is  consistent  with  brevity,  to  the  text  of  the  document. 
He  is  to  do  the  same  when  it  contains  secret  or  very  rare  information. 

4th.  Where  the  Editor  has  deciphered  letters  in  cipher,  the  decipher  may 
be  printed  at  full  length.  But  when  a  contemporary  or  authorised  decipher 
exists  it  will  be  sufficient  to  treat  the  cipher  as  an  ordinary  document. 

5th.  Striking  peculiarities  of  expression,  proverbs,  manners,  &c.  are  to  be 
noticed. 

fith.  Original  dates  are  to  be  given  at  the  close  of  each  entry,  that  the 
reader  may  know  the  exact  evidence  by  which  the  marginal  dates  are 
determined. 

7th.  Where  letters  are  endorsed  by  the  receivers  and  the  date  of  their 
delivery  specified,  these  endorsements  are  to  be  recorded. 

8th.  The  number  of  written  pages  of  each  document  is  to  be  specified,  as 
a  security  for  its  integrity,  and  that  readers  may  know  what  proportion  the 
abstract  bears  to  the  original. 

9th.  The  language  of  every  document  is  to  be  specified.  If,  however,  the 
greater  part  of  the  collection  be  in  English,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  denote 
those  only  which  are  in  a  diflCerent  tongue. 

10th.  Where  documents  have  been  printed,  a  reference  should  be  given  to 
the  publication. 

11th.  Each  series  is  to  be  chronological. 

12tli.  The  Prefaces  of  Editors,  in  explanation  of  documents  in  the  volume 
are  not  to  exceed  fifty  pages,  unless  the  written  i)ermission  of  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls  to  the  contrary  be  obtained. 
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*  Editors  employed  in  foreign  archives  are  to  transcribe  at  full  length 
important  and  secret  papers. 
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PREFACE. 


The  State  Papers  calendared  in  the  present  volume  bring 
the  reign  of  Charles  I.  to  a  close,  comprising  the  whole  year 
1648  and  the  month  of  January  1649.  The  original  docu 
ments  preserved  in  the  State  Paper  collection  are  scantier 
than  those  for  any  preceding  year,  being  comprised  in  a 
single  volume.  The  great  bulk  of  this  volume  of  calendar  is 
made  up  of  the  proceedings  and  letters  of  the  Derby  House 
Committee,  which  are  entered  in  four  volumes,  and  these 
are  perfect  for  the  whole  period,  extending  until  the 
revocation  of  that  committee  by  the  House  of  Commons.* 
The  influence  of  the  Derby  House  Committee,  however, 
in  shaping  the  course  of  events,  was  no  longer  what  it  had 
been  previously,  and  so  these  entries  are  not  of  the  same 
political  significance.  As  the  Army  gradually  gained  the 
ascendancy,  the  power  of  the  Parliament  alike  to  direct 
the  course  of  aff"airs  of  the  nation  and  to  restrain  the 
lawless  tendencies  of  the  revolution  waned,  and  in  con- 
sequence the  authority  of  its  committees. 

From  these  papers  we  gather  that  the  King's  residence 
in  the  Isle  of  "Wight  was  not  altogether  distasteful  to  him. 
At  first  he  tried  to  persuade  himself  that  the  holding 
of  his  Court  at  Carisbrooke  Castle  was  a  voluntary  act, 
but  he  soon  found  that  this  was  only  a  specious  pretence 
to  hide  the  real  fact.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year 
1648,  Col.  Hammond  was  instructed  to  take  better  pre- 
cautions for  securing  his  person.  A  very  interesting 
narrative  of  what  took  place  on  that  occasion  is  given  in

a  Contemporary  newspaper,  forming  one  of  the  collection  of 
Gazettes  remaining  in  this  Ofifice.*  We  there  read  :  "His 
"  Majesty  desired  to  know  the  reason  of  this  sudden 
"  change,  and  how  it  could  stand  with  the  Governor's 
"  honour  and  engagement  to  him  that  so  freely  cast 
"  himself  upon  him.  Whether  the  Parliament's  Com- 
"  missioners  were  privy  to  it  and  by  what  authority  he 
"  did  it  ?"     In  reply,  Col.  Hammond  answered, — 

"That  he  believed  that  his  Majesty  was  not  ignorant  of  the  cause 
of  liis  restraint,  his  Majesty  acting  by  other  counsels  than  those 
that  stand  for  the  good  of  the  kingdom.  That  his  honour  and 
honesty  are  engaged  to  those  by  whom  he  is  emploj'ed.  That  he 
was  certain  his  Majesty  had  found  more  from  him  than  he  could 
have  expected  before  he  came  as  things  stood.  That  the  Com- 
missioners were  not  at  all  privy  to  it,  but  that  lie  had  order  from 
both  Houses  of  Parliament  for  what  he  did  ;  and  that  lie  knew  of 
what  concernment  the  person  of  the  King  is  to  the  kingdom  ; 
and  that  if  the  King  should  offer  to  remove  if  Sir  John  Anhburnham 
and  the  rest  of  the  gentlemen  were  about  him,  they  would  assist 
him."t 

Even  under  these  altered  circumstances  Charles  found 
life  not  so  irksome  as  might  bo  imagined,  for  in  the 
next  number  of  Perfect  Occurrences,  +  we  read:  "His 
Majesty  is  as  merry  as  formerly."  After  morning  prayer 
he  usually  takes  before  dinner  some  six  or  eight  circuits 
about  the  Castle  wall,  and  the  same  in  the  afternoon,  if 
fair.  Much  time  he  spends  every  day  in  private.  He 
speaks  most  to  us  at  dinner ;  asks  news,  particularly 
concerning  Ireland,  Scotland,  the  City  of  London,  and  the 
Army.  The  death  of  Captain  Burley  [who  was  brought 
to  trial  on  22nd  of  January  and]  quartered  at  Winchester, 
is  little  spoken  of.§    When  messengers  come  from  London,

§  His  alleged  treason  consisted  simply  in  his  foolish  attempt  tu  liberate 
Charles,  who  was  etill  his  lawful  sovereign,  from  prison. 
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the  King  asks  how  his  childreu  do,  and  seems  to  desire  to 
know  what  the  Parliament  will  do.  "  It  is  a  great  engage- 
"  ment  under  which  we  lie  here,  but  the  Governor  is  both 
"  wise  and  valiant,  and  I  doubt  not  but  he  will  give  a  good 
"  account."  We  are  further  told*  that  "  All  is  quiet  and 
"  fair  between  his  Majesty  and  Col.  Hammond,  the 
"  Governor,"  in  whose  conversation  he  took  delight.f 
More  interest  attaches  to  these  statements,  as  newspapers 
were  then  only  beginning  to  be  organs  of  public  opinion. 
The  pamphleteers  of  Puritan  times,  of  whom  Mil  ton, 
Harrington,  and  Prynne  are  conspicuous  examples,  had 
anticipated  the  influence  of  the  modern  press,  and  therefore 
it  is  to  their  opinions  that  reference  is  more  generally 
made. 

Such  was  the  only  explanation  vouchsafed  to  the  King 
of  the  cause  of  the  exclusion  of  his  personal  friends. 
It  was  impossible,  however,  that  he  could  have  been 
mistaken  as  to  the  meaning  of  these  regulations,  for 
Viscount  Say,  writing  to  the  Governor  on  the  31st  of 
January, J  observes  :  "In  yours  of  the  28th  instant  you 
"  desire  to  have  the  approbation  of  this  Committee  con- 
"  cerningthe  four  gentlemen  by  you  appointed  to  watch  in 
"  their  courses  at  the  King's  chamber-door.  We  think  it  fit 
"  that  in  this  business  you  should  make  your  application 
"  to  the  Houses,  from  whom  we  doubt  not  you  will  receive 
"  orders  in  that  particular." 

In  order  to  render  the  Castle'  more  secure  against 
surprise,  the  Commons  took  order  for  1,000Z.,  equal  to 
about  five  times  that  amount  in  our  money,  to  be  charged 
upon  the  votes  for  the  Committee  for  the  Army,  and  to 
be  employed  in  strengthening  the  fortifications.§  In  the 
letter  of  the  Earl  of  Kent  which  notified  the  sending  of

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this  sum,  he  informs  the  Governor  that  the  source  throtigh 
which  the  King  received  his  private  intelhgence  "  was  by 
"  the  woman  that  brings  him  his  clean  linen,  which 
"  business  we  again  recommend  to  your  care,"  and  also  that 
you  use  your  utmost  diligence  for  the  security  of  the 
King's  person.  "  The  Committee  will  take  a  view  of  the 
"  means  you  already  possess  for  that  purpose,  and  if  we  find 
"  any  defect,  we  shall  move  the  House  "  for  a  supply.  The 
necessity  for  these  precautionary  measures  is  explained  in 
another  letter  from  the  Earl  of  Kent  writing  for  the 
Committee  at  Derby  House.  In  this  letter  of  the  7th 
February,  he  writes  : — 

"  Havins;  received  aome  intelligence  from  a  source  wliich  we 
formerly  found  true,  we  thought  it  necessary  to  give  you  notice  of 
it  and  recommend  the  business  to  your  special  care.  That  the 
King's  escape  is  designed,  the  manner  thus,  by  one  Napier  and  a 
servant  of  David  Murray,  whom  we  take  to  be  the  King's  tailor. 
The  King  is  to  be  drawn  up  out  of  his  bedchamber  into  the 
room  over  it,  the  ceiling  whereof  is  to  be  broken  for  that  purpose, 
and  then  conveyed  from  one  room  to  another  till  he  be  passed  all 
the  rooms  where  any  guards  are  at  any  doors  oi  windows." 

The  King's  anxiety  to  escape  from  his  charming  place 
of  confinement  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  which  then,  as  now, 
was  replete  with  interest,  appears  somewhat  strange,  for 
until  his  projects  for  escape  were  discovered*  he  was 
entertained  with  great  civility  by  the  honest  and  intelligent 
Governor,  Col.  Hammond,  and  suffered  to  take  rides  with- 
out restriction  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  great  Castle, 
by  far  the  noblest  and  most  famous  building  in  the  Island. 
Many  of  the  existing  mansions  in  the  vicinity  date  back  to 
a  period  antecedent  to  that  of  Charles  I.,  and  must  therefore 
often  have  been  viewed  by  him;  while  the  Castle,  one 
of  the  oldest  in  England,  is  attributed  to  Wm.  Fitz.- 
Osborne,  or  his  son  Koger  do  Bretville,  who  became  Lord 


pp.  6,  13,  16,  28,  74. 
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of  the  Island  soon  after  the  Norman  Conquest;.  The  original 
walls  eaclosed  a  square  area  of  about  1^  acres.  It  was 
enlarged  in  the  reigns  of  Richard  II.  and  Edward  IV., 
and  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  extensive  additions 
were  made ;  the  walls,  being  then  encompassed  by  an  ex- 
tensive fortification  faced  with  stone  and  a  moat  erected 
by  Grenebella,  which  enclosed  an  area  of  20  acres.  The 
walls  of  the  Mount-joy  Tower  are  in  one  part  18  feet  thick, 
and  in  one  of  the  rooms  is  shown  the  window  by  which, 
as  above  related,  Charles  endeavoured  to  escape  in  1648. 
The  view  from  the  keep  is  remarkably  fine,  embracing  the 
village,  formerly  a  market  town  and  capital  of  the  Island, 
lying  immediately  below  under  the  hill  in  a  picturesque 
wooded  dell,  with  its  pretty  church  and  steeple  showing 
through  the  trees ;  and  beyond  are  the  waters  of  the 
Solent  with  part  of  the  New  Forest  and  the  coast  of  Hamp- 
shire ;  to  the  east  is  seen  the  flourishing  modern  town  of 
Newport,  the  river  Medina  and  Cowes,  with  the  open  sea 
in  the  distance,  and  to  the  south  rises  St.  Catherine's 
Hill.  In  the  busy  town  of  Newport,  which  lies  only 
one  mile  away  to  the  north-east,  is  the  church  dedicated 
St.  Thomas-a-Becket,  in  which  rest  in  peace  the  earthly 
remains  of  Charles's  daughter  Elizabeth  who  died  here  at 
the  age  of  15  overcome,  as  is  said,  with  grief  for  her 
father's  fate.  The  church  has  recently  been  entirely 
rebuilt,  but  her  beautiful  monument  has  been  preserved 
with  loving  care.  The  pulpit  dated  1636  is  of  carved  oak. 
The  principal  manor  houses  of  the  Island  have  a 
curiously  limited  range  of  date.  Wolverton  is  of  the  latter 
part  of  the  reign  of  Elizabeth.  Sheat  about  the  same ; 
and  Northcourt,  the  latest,  is  dated  1615.  Of  the  other 
mansions,  Westcourt  appears  to  be  the  oldest,  since  though 
the  only  date  upon  it  is  1579  the  east  wing  js  probably 
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50  years  earlier  than  Mottiston  whicli  goes  back  as  far  as 
1567.  At  Swainston  are  very  interesting  remains  of  an 
Early  Decorated  manor  house,  but  these  are  probably  of 
later  date  the  mansion  having  been  rebuilt.  Of  these  and 
many  more,  there  are  very  charming  illustrations  in 
Mr.  Stone's  recently  issued  Architectural  Antiquities  of  the 
Isle  of  Wight,  in  which  the  picturesque  as  well  as  the 
strictly  architectural  features  are  happily  brought  out. 
The  architectural  history  of  the  Castle,  it  is  not  too  much 
to  say,  is  herein  adequately  written  for  the  first  time. 
Curiously  enough,  Charles  I.,  during  his  imprisonment 
in  the  Island,  dates  a  document  from  "  our  Court  at 
Carbrough  Castle,"  thus  more  nearly  approaching  its 
ancient  designation  "  Gwihtgaraburg,"  *.e.,  the  burgh  of 
the  men  of  Wight,  than  any  other  writer.  By  this  name  it 
is  mentioned  by  Asser,  writing  in  the  9th  or  10th  century, 
and  which,  no  doubt,  was  its  proper  designation  previous 
to  the  Norman  Conquest,  though  in  the  Domesday  Book 
it  is  called  Boncombe,  a  name  still  retained  by  the  manor. 
About  the  12th  century,  it  would  seem  to  have  changed  its 
name  into  Karbroc  or  Karesbroc,  apparently  derived  from 
the  well-known  Celtic  word  Oder,  a  castle  or  camp,  with  the 
Saxon  broG  as  a  suffix,  alluding  to  its  situation  on  the  Medina 
or  Mede,  of  ancient  writers.  This  name  is  perpetuated 
in  the  local  pronunciation  Cazebrook.  The  similarity 
which  has  been  found  by  etymologists  between  the  Saxon 
and  the  Norman  rendering  is,  Mr.  Stone  thinks,  purely 
accidental.  If  this  coincidence  in  the  derivation  of  the 
name  be  really  the  true  explanation,  it  is  one  of  the  most 
singular  in  place  etymology  to  be  found  anywhere.  If  it 
were  not  for  this  coincidence,  few  would  hesitate  to  adopt 
the  simple  meaning  for  the  name  the  "  Castle  by  the 
brook." 
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The  allowance  for  the  King's  diet  whilst  in  the  Castle, 

we  learn  from  the  papers  in  this  volumej  was   fixed   at 

the  liberal  figure  of  10/.  per  diem,  equivalent  to  about 

50L  at  present.     Lord  Wharton,  in  his  communication  to 

the   Governor  on   the    16th  March,*   writes:   "We   have 

'  spoken  with  some  of  the  Committee  of  the  Revenue,  and 

'  they  have  signed  a  warrant  for  1,000L  to  be  paid  upon 

*  the  order  of  301.  a  day,  and  by  the  discourse  we  have 

'  had  it  is  conceived  there  will  be  means  for  the  entertain- 

'  ment  of  the  200  men,  for  it  is  conceived  that  101.  a  day 

'  will  furnish  the  charge  of  the  King's  table,  and  the  pay 

'  for  200  men  with  their  officers  in  two  companies  comes  to 

'  91.  more,  and  30s.  a  day  being  allowed  for  your  own  table 

'  there  will  remain  91,  10s.  per  diem  for   extraordinary 

'  occasions,  which  sum  it  is  conceived  may  be  sufficient 

'  for  that  purpose ;  but  if  there  be  a  mistake  in  the  com- 

'  putation,  we  desire  you  to  give  information  of  it  to  those 

'  to  whom  it  most  properly  belongs." 

Curiously  enough,  we  have  preserved  amongst  the 
Supplementary  Papers  not  yet  calendared  an  estimate  of 
the  charge  of  a  diet  at  33s.  5d.  per  diem,  to  consist  of  ten 
dishes  at  a  meal,  dinner  and  supper,  specifying  the  several 
dishes,  with  the  cost  of  each.  This  very  nearly  coincidea 
with  the  estimate  referred  to  in  Lord  Wharton's  letter 
for  Colonel  Hammond's  table,  but  is  probably  some  years 
earlier.  As  it  supplies  interesting  information  as  to  what 
might  be  procured  at  that  time  for  that  sum,  it  will 
probably  be  well  to  print  it  here.  It  should  be  observed 
that  this  estimate  is  drawn  up  at  the  King's  prices,  which 
were  lower  than  the  ordinary  prices,  he  having  the  pre- 
emption of  the  market.

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It  would  be  an  omission  not  to  mention  here  the 
generous  gift  of  ten  original  letters  which  some  years  ago 
J.  Livingston  Jay,  Esq.,  presented  to  the  Public  Record 
Office,  detailing  the  progress  of  the  personal  treaty  with  the 
King  in  the  Isle  of  Wight.  They  were  written  by  John 
Crewe,  M.P.,  one  of  the  Commissioners  sent  to  conduct 
this  last  attempt  of  the  Parliament  to  arrange  a  modtts 
Vivendi  with  Charles,  and,  so  far  as  I  know,  are  unique, 
not  being  included  amongst  the  correspondence  printed 
in  Walker's  Treaty  of  Newport. 

The  letter  written  from  Newport  to  John  Swinfen,  M.P., 
on  the  6th  of  November,  shortly  before  the  negotiations 
closed,  will  be  read  with  interest. 

"  My  desire  to  take  leave  of  those  that  went  to  London  [caused 
me  to]  break  off  in  the  midst  of  my  last,  and  therefore  having 
the  0])portumty  of  this  bearer,  Mr.  Cressett,  although  it  be  the 
same  day,  I  trouble  you  again.  We  shall  use  our  utmost  endeavours 
here  to  bring  the  King  nearer  the  Houses,  and  you  will  do  good 
service  at  London  in  persuading  the  House  to  come  nearer  the 
King.  A  breach  is  like  to  liazard  [the  attachment  of]  the  Navy 
and  to  lose  Ireland,  where  the  Papists  gain  what  we  lose.  And  no 
man  knows  what  will  become  of  religion  and  the  Parliament  if  we 
have  not  peace.  Future  troubles  will  be  laid  to  the  charge  of 
Presbytery,  and  the  people  will  be  apt  to  hinder  and  oppose  that 
which  they  conceive  to  have  been  an  occasion  of  their  miseries,  and 
so,  instead  of  abolishing  Episcopacy,  we  may  beget  an  enmity  to 
Presbytery  in  those  who  might  otherwise  have  been  made  friends. 
It  will  be  thought  by  some  that  there  is  too  much  eye  upon  their 
lands,  and  to  answer  that  objection  I  wish  that  they  would  demand 
the  lands  after  99  years  to  increase  small  livings,  and  that  such 
rents  as  are  reserved  in  the  meantime  may  be  also  employed  to  the 
same  purpose.  If  this  were  offered,  the  King  cannot  allege 
conscience,  and  those  that  affect  Episcopacy  would  have  little 
temptation  to  endeavour  the  setting  it  up  again.  I  entreat  you  to 
further  a  satisfactory  answer  to  tlie  King's  propositions  ;  he  expects 
it,  and  therein  hath  great  re.ison  on  his  side.  I  trouble  you  no 
further,  remaining  your  humble  servant.     P.S, — I  desire  you  to 
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present  my  liumble  service  to   Mr.  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy  [of 
Lancaster]  and  Mr.  Ansloe." 

In  order  to  deprive  the  King's  concessions  of  any 
appearance  of  having  been  extorted  by  force,  and  there- 
fore not  binding  on  his  conscience,  should  the  proposed 
treaty  ultimately  succeed,  the  Parliament  issued  an  order 
for  his  enlargement  on  parole  from  Carisbrooke  Castle, 
and  on  the  6th  of  September  the  Lords  agreed  to  an 
order  for  revoking  the  votes  of  the  1st  January  1647-48, 
so  far  as  they  extended  to  any  restraint  of  the  King's 
person.*  On  the  same  day,  he  repaired  to  Sir  Wm.  Hodges' 
house  at  Newport,  where  his  Majesty's  Court  was  to  be 
during  the  treaty,  and  where  the  Commissioners  were  to 
make  their  addresses  to  him.f  This  we  gather  from  the 
contemporary  pamphlet  preserved  amongst  these  State 
Papers ;  but  the  arrangement  must  have  been  somewhat 
modified,  for  Dr.  Gardiner  tells  us  J  that  Charles  was 
allowed  to  occupy  the  house  of  Wm.  Hopkins  at  Newport, 
whilst  the  actual  meetings  between  himself  and  the 
Commissioners  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall.  It  was 
determined  that  the  negotiations  were  to  be  continued 
for  forty  days  and  no  longer,  a  precaution  which  would 
seem  to  have  been  needed,  as  Charles  manifested  a  marked 
reluctance  to  bring  the  treaty  to  a  conclusion,  and  resorted 
to  many  devices  to  spin  out  the  time.  Before  entering 
on  it,  he  stipulated  that  none  of  his  concessions  should  be 
considered  valid  or  binding  on  him  until  a  complete  under- 
standing should  be  arrived  at.  As  time  went  on  he  was  urged 
by  Holies  and  Grimston  not  to  suffer  the  precious  moments 
to  pass,  and  by  Sir  Henry  Vane  to  grant  toleration  or 
license  in  a  mitigated  form  to  all  Protestant  sects,  and

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thus  shelve  the  burning  question  of  Church  Government. 
From  the  pamphlet  before  quoted  we  have  a  brief  sketch 
of  the  proceedings  as  they  were  then  designed,  and  by 
reference  to  the  index  much  information  will  be  found 
as  to  the  course  they  ultimately  took,  and  the  King's 
offer  to  grant  limited  episcopacy.  These  negotiations, 
which  were  to  have  been  concluded  on  the  25th  of  October, 
were  prolonged  till  the  15th  of  November,  on  which  day 
both  Houses  agreed  to  a  vote  of  closure.  It  was  deter- 
mined that  the  King's  restoration  should  be  approved, 
and  that  "  he  should  be  settled  in  a  condition  of  honour, 
"  freedom,  and  safety,"  but  only  on  condition  of  his 
voluntary  acceptance  of  the  propositions  which  had  been 
tendered  to  him,  and  which  he  had  amended  or  rejected 
at  Newport.* 

These  conditions  he  declared  to  be  inadmissible,  and  his 
refusal  to  change  his  answer  on  the  subject  of  his  direc- 
tions to  the  Earl  of  Ormond,  or  to  make  further  concessions 
on  Church  Government,  brought  the  negotiations  to  a  close. 
On  the  27th  of  November  the  Commissioners,  having 
received  his  final  answers,  took  their  leave  and  departed  for 
London.  Thus  ended  the  last  attempt  at  an  amicable  settle- 
ment, and  on  the  1st  of  December  the  King  was  removed 
to  Hurst  Castle  as  a  prisoner  by  orders  from  the  Army. 
Whether  the  King  acted  wisely  in  so  persistently  rejecting 
the  conditions  proffered  by  the  Parliament  is  a  question  on 
which  opinions  widely  differ.  "There  is  a  remarkable 
passage,"  says  Hallam,t  "  in  Lord  Clarendon's  life,J  not  to 
"  quote  Whitelocke  and  other  writers  less  favourable  to 
"  Charles,  where  he  intimates  his  own  opinion  that  the

"  King  would  have  had  a  fair  hope  of  withstanding  the 
"  more  violent  faction,  if,  after  the  Queen's  embarkation 
"  for  Holland  in  1642,  he  had  returned  to  Whitehall; 
"  at  the  same  time,  Clarendon  admits  the  hazards  and 
"  inconveniences  to  which  this  course  was  exposed."  In 
his  determination  to  reject  unpalatable  conditions  the 
King  would  appear  to  have  been  consistent  throughout, 
which  is  the  more  remarkable,  as,  if  the  charge  of 
insincerity  were  well  founded,  the  natural  inference  would 
be  that  an  unconscientious  person  would  have  agreed  to 
such  conditions  and  afterwards  sought  means  to  evade 
them.  The  knowledge,  too,  that  the  Independents  were 
now  bent  on  overthrowing  kingship,  and  were  not  actuated 
by  a  personal  dislike  to  himself,  might  have  mitigated  his 
resentment.  Henry  Marten,  himself  a  regicide,  has  left 
on  record  that  he  entertained  no  personal  animosity  to 
Charles,  and  declared  that  if  he  must  have  a  King  he 
would  as  readily  swear  obedience  to  the  last  gentleman 
as  he  would  to  any  single  person  he  knew.  This  speaks 
highly  in  Charles's  favour.  And  Andrew  Marvell,  the 
poet,  who  was  constitutionally  opposed  to  the  King,  could 
not  refrain  from  singing  his  praises  in  those  touching 
lines  so  frequently  quoted, — 

"  He  nothing  common  did  nor  mean, 
Upon  that  memorable  scene; 

But  with  his  keener  eye 

The  axe's  edge  did  try,"  &c. 
Both  by  contemporaries  and  modern  writers  Charles's 
character  has  been  rigorously  scrutinized,  yet  we  are  still 
left  in  doubt  as  to  what  it  really  was  that  accelerated  his 
downfall,  when,  in  comparison  with  other  princes,  he 
possessed  so  many  accomplishments  and  amiable  traits  of 
character. 
Bums,  the  most  advanced  of  Scotch  Liberals,  in  speaking 
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of  the  Stuart  kings,  did  not  hesitate  to  say,  "  that  to  love 
them  was  the  mark  of  a  true  heart."* 

Milton,  Prynne,  Marvell,  and  other  commanding  writers 
of  his  own  time,  had  to  seek  out  justifying  excuses  for 
their  censure,  professing  that  they  did  so  as  a  matter  of 
conscience  and  duty,  and  even  then  were  often  at  a  loss  for 
themes  in  which  they  could  most  bitterly  malign  him.  lie 
has  been  tersely  described  as  "  the  unfortunate  monarch," 
and  this  epithet  is  probably  that  which  most  nearly 
expresses  the  truth. 

That  Charles  was  unhappy  in  his  time,  his  reign,  his 
circumstances,  his  friends,  and  even  his  enemies,  there  is 
no  gainsaying.  He  was  still  more  unhappy  in  that  which 
gave  encouragement  to  them  all — the  fatal  facility  for 
"  statecraft,"  as  his  father  termed  it,  but  which  is 
designated  by  historians  insincerity.  His  weakness  of 
character,  too,  gave  another  handle  to  his  enemies,  so  that 
his  best  intentions  were  often  misconstrued  into  perfidy, 
as  if  historians  were  intent  to  raise  him  to  that  "  bad 
eminence,"  which  his  conduct  by  no  means  merited.  That 
there  is  a  sure  Nemesis  for  weakness  and  shiftiness  in 
statecraft,  modern  as  well  as  ancient  history  testifies.  "  If 
ever,"  said  Voltaire,  "  anything  could  justify  bolief  in  a 
"  fatality  from  which  there  is  no  escnping,  it  ought  to 
"  be  that  continued  series  of  misfortunes  which  pursued 
"  the  House  of  Stuart  during  three  hundred  years." 

The  long  pent-up  causes  of  discontent,  which  had  with 
difficulty  been  suppressed  during  the  previous  reigns, 
on  the  accession  of  Charles  could  no  longer  be  checked, 
and  the  King's  unfortunate  marriage  with  a  Roman 
Catholic  Princess  of  energetic  character,  added  to  his 
unsuccessful  foreign  wars,  gave  his  enemies  an  advantage.

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On  the  meeting  of  tlie  Long  Parliament,  there  was  not 
the  slightest  intention  to  overthrow  the  monarchy,  but 
the  social  revolution  acquired  impetus  like  a  torrent  as 
the  Civil  War  progressed.  Pym  and  Hampden  had 
striven  to  guard  against  this  result  by  urging  the  King 
to  make  timely  concessions,  but  they  were  now  gone  to 
their  rest ;  and  it  remained  for  those  who  were  treading 
in  their  footsteps  and  still  dreaming  of  the  glorious 
freedom  of  their  beloved  country,  rescued  from  the 
thraldom  of  tyranny  and  ecclesiastical  bigotry,  to  see 
their  dearest  wishes  frustrated  by  the  inevitable  action  of 
that  very  force  which  had  given  them  the  victory  in  the 
field.  Those  who  had  risen  against  a  mild  despotism 
were  obliged,  as  Hallam  remarks,  to  "  submit  to  that 
"  physical  strength  which  is  the  ultimate  arbiter  of 
•'  political  contentions."  "Weighed  down  by  this  military 
incubus,  the  tone,  conduct,  and  character  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary leaders  had  gradually  degenerated  from  the  high 
standard  that  uncompromising  truth  and  honour  had 
formed  ;  they  thus  became  daily  more  attuned  to  the 
expression  of  tlie  popular  passions,  and  the  slaves  rather 
than  the  guides  of  the  erring  multitude.  Under  such 
circumstances,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  nation  ceased  to 
confide  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Parliament,  and  almost 
welcomed  its  overthrow,  rushing  from  the  present  ills 
they  suffered  to  those  they  knew  not  of.  Even  so  early 
as  February  the  14th  of  this  year,  we  find  the  shadow  of 
the  upas-tree  of  military  domination  oppressing  the  minds 
of  the  citizens  of  London,  who  in  a  petition*  "  of  many 
"  well-aff'ected  citizens  and  other  free-born  people  of 
"  England,"  represent  to  the  House  of  Commons, — 

"  That  as  the  occasion  of  the  late  war  was  the  danger  of  beino' 
enslaved  by  arbitrary  and  tyrannical  power,  and  as  upon  invitation

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of  the  House  the  people  have  hazarded  the'r  lives,  coi.sutned  their 
estates,  lost  their  trades,  and  weltered  in  blood  to  defend  their 
laws  and  liberties  against  those  who,  in  their  apprehensions, 
intended  to  subvert  them  and  to  introduce  an  arbitrary  govern- 
ment; so  the  enemy  being  vanquished  they  expected,  according  to 
your  promises,  a  perfect  enjoyment  of  all  their  rights  and  liberties 
and  tlie  benefit  of  all  their  just  and  wholesome  laws,  which  this 
Honble.  House  and  the  Army  have  frequently  and  solemnly 
engaged  to  preserve  to  the  people." 

The  whole  of  this  petition  shows  how  grievously  dis- 
appointed the  better  class  of  citizens  were  at  the  result 
of  the  Civil  War,  which,  instead  of  bringing  peace  and 
prosperity  the  hope  of  which  had  hitherto  inspired  their 
exertions,  had  brought  in  its  wake  the  bitter  fruits  of 
poverty  and  disorganisation  of  society,  only  suppressed  by 
a  large  standing  army,  which  had  to  be  maintained  at  a 
ruinous  cost.  The  scene  had  shifted.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  the  civil  strife  the  chief  burden  had  fallen  on 
the  nobility  and  gentry,  now  it  was  the  mercantile  classes 
and  farmers  who  experienced  the  pinch.  The  Grand 
Excise  was  a  thing  to  swear  by,  and  has  descended  to  our 
time  in  a  mitigated  form.  In  Warburton's  "  Memoirs  of 
Prince  Rupert  and  the  Cavaliers  "*  we  have  a  lifelike  sketch 
of  the  two  narties.  From  the  time  of  the  raisin  ?  of  the 
royal  standard  at  Nottingham,  the  whole  nation  was 
destined  to  be  either  Cavalier  or  Roundhead  for  life  or 
death ;  there  was  to  be  no  neutral  ground,  no  peace,  no 
compromise. 

The  sadness  of  the  King  is  said  to  have  extended  to  all 
his  followers,  though  gaiety  is  associated  in  our  mindiH 
with  the  very  name  of  Cavalier.  In  truth  they  had  from 
first  to  last  but  little  cause  for  gaiety;  all  the  peril  of 
the  war,  save  that  of  life  and  limb,  was  theirs  ;  they  had

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nothing  to  gain  by  victory  and  everything  to  [lose  by 
defeat.  With  the  Eoundhead  party  the  case  was  very 
different;  the  better  and  more  honest  sort,  the  patriots 
and  fanatics,  believed  that  on  them  devolved  the  high 
mission  of  ennobling  this  kingdom  of  England  and 
fashioning  it  into  the  "  likeness  of  a  kingdom  not  made 
with  hands  ;"  the  worse  part,  the  men  of  desperate 
fortunes  and  the  hypocrites,  rejoiced  in  the  hope  of 
spoiling  the  rich  mansions  of  the  nobles  and  "  the  steeple- 
houses  of  the  priests  of  Baal."  Availing  themselves  of 
this  religious  element  in  the  civil  strife,  the  Parliament's 
generals  succeeded  in  remodelling  their  uncouth  levies  into 
a  regular  organised  force  not  only  strong  enough  to  defeat 
the  King  but  to  overthrow  the  Parliament  itself.  Amongst 
the  foremost  to  utilize  this  spiritual  power  was  Cromwell, 
who  pointed  out  the  vanity  of  mounting  tipsters  and 
serving-men  on  horseback  and  expecting  them  to  confront 
the  high-spirited  followers  of  the  King.  If  the  cause 
of  the  Parliament  is  to  triumph,  he  said,  we  must  fight 
honour  with  religion,  and  the  issue  showed  that  he  wns 
right.  He  appreciated  from  the  first  how  necessary  it  was 
to  enlist  in  their  cause  the  dominant  public  sentiment  of  the 
day,  and  that  unquestionably  was  abhorrence  of  Popery.* 
The  letters  of  Nehemiah  Wharton,  printed  in.  Archceologia^ 
and  calendared  in  a  previous  volume  J  of  these  State 
Papers,  furnish  graphic  sicetches  illustrative  of  the  historical 
incidents  occurring  in  the  march  of  a  Puritan  Army,  in 
their  weirdness  rivaling  the  pictures  depicted  in  Butler's 
celebrated  poem  of  Hudibras,  which  are  frequently  mis- 
taken for  caricatures.     Excesses  of  the  worst  kind  were

constantly  preceded  or  followed  by  "  a  godly  "  or  "  a 
teavenly  sermon,"  wliich.  roused  to  tlie  inflammatory 
pitcli  tlie  hearts  of  the  hearers.  On  the  day  after  pil- 
laging the  house  of  Sir  Robert  Fisher,  near  Coventry,  the 
soldiers  "  kept  the  Fast  and  heard  two  sermons."  Before 
the  third  was  ended  they  had  an  alarm  to  march.  The 
preaching  of  the  Puritan  ministers,  observes  Baxter,* 
more  strongly  influenced  men  in  masses,  as  other 
contagions  are  wont  to  do,  than  congregations  in  the 
country  or  provincial  towns,  t  This  we  must  take  to  be 
the  explanation  of  the  curious  phenomena  related  in  these 
letters,  for  of  the  sincerity  of  the  men  engaged  in  these 
enterprises  no  reasonable  doubt  can  be  entertained. 

"It  is  a  notable  circumstance,  which  requires  some  fuller 
explanatioQ  than  has  hitherto  been  proffered,  that  in  the 
Civil  "Wars  the  Navy,  ever  loyal,  should  on  this  isolated 
occasion  have  sided  with  the  democratic  party.  The  Navy 
had  never  been  disloyal  before,  nor  has  it  been  disloyal 
since,  though  occasionally  somewhat  mutinous  against 
maladministration.  The  exposition  usually  off'ered  is  that 
some  ungracious  or  unguarded  words  escaped  the  King's 
lips  on  the  outbreak  of  these  troubles,  when  intelligence 
was  brought  to  him  that  the  sailors  sympathized  with  the 
Five  Members.  On  that  occasion  Charles,  with  his  usual 
indiscretion,  is  said  to  have  exclaimed  in  the  hearing  of 
some  naval  officers  :  "  How  is  it  that  I  have  lost  the  hearts 
of  those  water-rats  ?"  This  unguarded  utterance,  as  it 
circulated  through  the  fleet,  is  said  to  have  roused  the 
choler,  not  only  of  the  officers,  but  of  the  common 
seamen,  who  henceforth  transferred  their  affections  to 
the  democratic  party,  and  eventually  sided  with  the 
Parliament.      It  is  difficult  to  conceive  that  so  small  a 
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cause  should  have  produced  so  great  and  lasting  ail 
effect  ;  especially  as  mariners  in  those  days  were  ac- 
customed to  even  less  complimentary  epithets  than  in  our 
own.  It  would  appear,  too,  to  be  a  sufficient  refutation 
of  this  assumption  that  the  sympathies  of  the  sailors  were 
already  estranged  by  their  taking  the  part  of  the  Five 
Members.  The  Admiralty  and  Navy  papers  in  these  later 
volumes  of  Domestic  State  Papers  are  exceptionally 
numerous,  and  throw  much  light  on  the  organization  and 
maintenance  of  the  Navy,  though  they  contain  nothing 
specially  relating  to  this  point.  The  irregularity  of  the 
seamen's  pay  and  the  unskilfulness  with  which  the  fleet 
had  been  handled  during  the  whole  of  Charles's  reign  no 
doubt  were  stj'ong  incentives  to  the  mariners  to  look 
favourably  on  any  change  which  promised  a  new  regime. 
Their  regard,  too,  for  the  national  honour,  which  has 
always  nobly  distinguished  their  profession,  required  that 
they  should  evince  their  disgust  a,t  the  subservient  foreign 
policy  of  the  Stuarts,  of  which  they  had  been  made  the 
unwilling  instruments.  There  can  scarcely  be  a  question 
but  that  they  entertained  an  indignant  recollection  of 
the  humiliating  circumstances  attendant  on  the  expeditions 
to  Cadiz  and  Rhe,  and  of  the  treacherous  desertion  of 
the  long-suffering  Protestants  at  Rochello.  Still  more 
recently  they  had  been  made  the  medium  by  which  the 
national  honour  had  been  bartered  with  the  Captains  of 
the  Spanish  Armada  then  on  its  way  up  the  English 
Channel  to  engage  the  Dutch  fleet,  with  whom  both 
nationally  and  religiously  the  English  people  were  in 
sympathy.  For  the  sake  of  a  base  mercantile  profit  the 
English  Vice-Admiral  was  directed  to  suffer  the  Spaniards 
to  be  supplied  with  600   barrels   of   gunpowder*   at   an 
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advanced  rate  of  2s.  per  lb.,  and  to  wait  till  lie  saw  which, 
side  was  likely  to  be  victorious  before  taking  any  part  in 
the  fight.  On  the  30th  of  September  1639  the  Lord 
Admiral's  Secretary,  Thomas  Smyth,  wrote*  to  the  Vice- 
Admii-al,  Sir  John  Pennington :  "  I  asked  his  Lordship 
"  [the  Earl  of  Northumberland]  what  order  was  given 
"  on  shore  in  case  the  Spaniards  should  run  thither,  and 
"  what  you  should  do  with  their  ships,  either  seize  them 
''  to  his  Lordship's  use,  or  suffer  the  Hollanders  to  rifle 
"  them  as  they  would  be  sure  to  do.  To  all  this  he  told 
"  me,  that  he  had  often  pressed  his  Majesty  to  declare 
"  his  resolution,  but  never  could  get  any.  For  the  seizing 
"  on  what  should  appertain  to  his  Lordship  [as  Lord 
"  Admiral],  I  doubt  not  but  you  will  do  your  best,  but  if 
"  you  be  opposed  by  a  greater  power,  I  know  not  what 
"  you  can  do.  And  for  your  opposing  the  Dutch  by  way 
"  of  defending  the  Spaniards,  very  able  men  are  of  opinion 
"  that  no  man  in  the  world  can  expect  it  from  you, 
"  but  you  should  seem  to  make  a  show  of  assisting  the 
"  latter,  but  not  run  yourself  or  his  Majesty's  ships  in 
'■'  danger  where  there  is  no  hope  of  victory  nor  expectation 
"  of  anything  but  blows  and  hazard.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
"  believed  that,  if  we  have  a  mind  to  comply  with  Spain, 
'*  you  may  receive  some  check  for  neglecting  their  pre- 
"  servation,  but  that  will  be  quickly  taken  off."  In  a 
previous  letter  of  the  19th  September  he  wrote  :f  "  It 
"  were  likewise  not  unworthy  your  consideration  how  the 
"  Spaniards  may,  without  blows  or  with  blows  from  us, 
"  be  put  out  of  the  Downs,  in  case  the  King  have  a  mind 
"  '  to  pull  down  his  neighbour's  house  rather  than  have 
"  his  own  burnt,'  or  would  '  thrust  out  the  fox  that  defiles 
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*'  the  badger's  nesfc.'  This  I  make  bold  to  put  you  in 
"  mind  of,  though  I  doubt  not  but  you  have  more  and 
"  better  considerations  in  your  present  contemplations  at 
"  this  serious  time." 

These  distressing  memories  we  may  be  sure  rankled  in 
the  brave  and  generous  breasts  of  our  seamen,  and  needed 
no  extraneous  provocation  to  fan  them  into  a  flame. 
"With  the  loss  of  the  fleet  the  King  lost  all  chance  of 
foreign  aid,  as  no  nation  would  risk  their  forces  at  sea  to 
be  captured  by  the  Parliament's  ships,  and  even  the 
supplies  of  money  and  arms,  which  his  too  zealous  Queen 
was  enabled  to  procure  in  Holland  and  France  by  the  sale 
or  pledging  of  the  Crown  jewels,  could  not  be  conveyed 
in  safety  to  the  parties  by  whom  they  were  needed. 

Disaffection  being  already  rife  in  the  fleet  when  the 
Earl  of  Northumberland,  at  the  bidding  of  the  Houses  at 
Westminster,  transferred  his  authority  as  Lord  Admiral 
to  the  Earl  of  "Warwick,  the  latter  nobleman  had  but 
little  difficulty  in  frustrating  the  endeavours  of  Sir  John 
Pennington,  the  worthy  old  Vice-Admiral,  to  recall  the 
sailors  to  their  allegiance,  and  so  secured  the  fleet  for 
the  Parliament.  After  encountering  many  delays,  when 
Pennington  at  length  arrived  at  the  fleet,  he  was  promptly 
placed  under  arrest  and  sent  back  to  London  to  be  tried 
for  defection  against  the  State,  as  there  could  be  no  doubt 
of  his  loyalty  to  the  King. 

An  egregious  mistake  was  made  on  the  part  of  the 
Royalists  in  suffering  the  anti -Royalist,  Captain  Batten, 
to  be  Yice-Admiral  instead  of  John  Cartwright,  a  man  of 
great  reputation  and  influence  among  the  seamen.  It  would 
appear  that  Cartwright  might  have  had  this  appointment 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Parliament,  but  was  prevented 
from  accepting  it  by  an  ill-considered  intimation  of  the 
King's  pleasure,  to  the  effect  that  no  person  well  affected 
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to  Ills  cause  should  accept  or  execute  any  ofiBce  under  the 
Parliament.  He  thus  excluded  from  the  military  and 
naval  services  all  those  who  could  have  neutralized  the 
revolutionary  designs  of  the  Parliamentarians  and  done 
service  to  his  own  cause.*  So  long  as  Captain  Batten 
was  in  command,  there  had  been  no  fear  of  defection  of 
the  fleet  from  the  Parliament,  but  the  doings  of  the 
Koundheads  had  at  length  proved  too  much  even  for  him, 
BO  he  indiscreetly  connived  at  the  supply  of  arms  to  the 
Essex  insurgents,!  for  which  he  was  dismissed,  and 
summoned  to  answer  at  Westminster,  while  Col.  Eains- 
borough  was  nominated  in  his  stead  by  the  Committee 
of  the  Army.  This  selection  was  justified  on  the  ground 
that  Rainsborough  had  had  some  experience  in  naval 
affairs  before  he  joined  the  Army ;  and  the  necessity  of 
selecting  a  man  of  pronounced  republican  views  to  take 
the  command  of  the  fleet  then  [May  1648],  preparing  to 
put  to  sea  for  guard  of  the  Isle  of  "Wight  lest  the  King 
should  effect  his  escape  and  join  with  the  Scots,  so 
weighed  with  the  Commons  that  they  confirmed  his 
appointment,  notwithstanding  the  refusal  of  the  Upper 
House  to  concur.  The  Lords  stigmatised  Rainsborough 
as  a  leveller,  unfit  to  be  entrusted  with  such  a  command, 
as  he  had  already  declared  in  favour  of  a  Parliament  to 
be  elected  by  universal  manhood  suffrage,  and  demanded 
that  this  question  should  be  submitted  for  the  decision  of 
the  whole  Army.  Supported  by  the  approval  of  the  Army, 
and  confirmation  of  the  House  of  Commons,  there  was  no 
resisting  his  taking  the  command  as  Vice- Admiral ;  but 
his  authority  was  reluctantly  submitted  to  by  the  seamen. 
So  before  the  fleet  could  put  to  sea  the  petty  officers  and 
common  seamen  took  the  opportunity  of  his  absence  on 
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shore  to  pass  a  resolution  prohibiting  his  re-admission 
aboard  his  0T7n  flagship.  "  It  was  the  Vice-Admiral's  own 
ship,"  the  Committee  at  Derby  House  informs  the  Lord 
General  Fairfax,  "  that  began  the  mutiny,  by  refusing  to 
"  receive  him  aboard  them,  so  he  was  forced  into  a  small 
"  vessel,  with  his  wife  and  children,  and  we  have  now 
"  seen  a  letter  of  his  from  Landguard  Port,  where  he 
"  now  is."  The  rest  of  the  Vice-Admiral's  squadron  in 
the  Downs,  consisting  of  seven  ships,  followed  suit,  and 
declared  for  the  restoration  of  monarchy.*  Their  first 
design  was  to  proceed  to  the  Isle  of  Wight  and  demand 
the  person  of  the  King,f  but  owing  to  delays  and  the  want 
of  any  master  spirit  to  take  the  command  of  the  fleet,  the 
opportunity  was  lost.  In  this  emergency,  the  Earl  of 
"Warwick  having  been  re-appointed  Lord  Admiral,J  the 
other  ships  at  Portsmouth  were  induced  to  remain  con- 
stant to  the  Parliament,  so  that  finding  themselves  out- 
manoeuvred, and  wanting  supplies,  the  revolters  resolved 
to  sail  for  Holland.  Before  their  departure  they  succeeded 
in  recovering  for  the  Eoyalists  the  three  castles  in  the 
Downs,  Deal,  Walmer,  and  Sandown,  while  Dover  was 
besieged  by  the  Kentish  men.  Many  interesting  par- 
ticulars will  be  found  in  this  volume  relative  to  the  sub- 
sequent proceedings  of  the  revolted  fleet,  and  its  visit  to 
the  eastern  coast  with  the  Royal  Princes  aboard ;  as  like- 
wise the  preparations  made  to  oppose  tihe  Scots'  army  under 
the  Duke  of  Hamilton,  which  succeeded  in  advancing  into 
the  heart  of  England  as  far  as  Lancashire.  Here  it  was 
encountered  by  the  forces  under  Cromwell  and  Lambert, 
and  suffered  a  total  route  at  Preston.  The  infantry  first 
laid  down  their  arms  and  then  the  cavalry  capitulated. 
The  Papers,  however,  in  this  volume  are  too  incomplete 
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to  supply  anything  like  an  exhaustive  survey  of  these 
stirring  events,  but  will  be  found  of  much  value  in 
supplementing  other  sources  of  information  bearing  on 
the  triumphs  of  the  Commonwealth  leaders.  How  the 
papers  relating  to  the  latter  portion  of  Charles  the  First's 
reign,  now  preserved  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  came  to 
be  so  scarce  has  already  been  explained  in  the  Prefaces  to 
preceding  volumes  of  this  Calendar. 

Dr.  Samuel  R.  Gardiner,  the  historian,  siipplies  in  his 
adnirable  review  of  the  Calendar  of  the  MSS.  in  the 
possession  of  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland,  some 
further  particulars  on  this  point.  "  Whatever  may  have 
"  been  the  political  demerits  of  Charl-es  I.,"  he  says,* 
"  he  had  one  supreme  virtue  in  the  eyes  of  historians. 
"  Immediately  on  the  death  of  each  of  his  Secretaries  of 
"  State  he  seized  upon  the  papers  in  the  custody  of  his 
"  late  Minister,  thereby,  unwittingly,  laying  the  foun- 
"  dation  of  the  true  history  of  his  reign.  In  this,  as  in 
"  other  matters,  Charles  II.  differed  from  his  father. 
"  Nalson,  as  Mr.  Daniell,  the  editor  of  the  first  volume 
"  of  Calendar  of  the  Duke's  MSS.,  tells  us  in  his  intro- 
"  duction,  was  apparently  allowed  to  take  almost  anything 
"  he  pleased  from  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Parlia- 
"  ment.  After  his  death  a  considerable  number  of  these 
"  papers  found  their  way  into  the  Tanner  collection  now 
"  in  the  Bodleian  library,  whilst  the  remainder,  in  some 
•*  unexplained  manner,  found  their  way  into  the  hands  of  a 
"  former  Duke  of  Portland.  The  two  portions  together 
"  illustrate  the  Parliamentary  side  of  the  Civil  War,  the 
"  greater  part  of  the  letters  having  been  addressed  to 
"  Speaker  Lenthall,  just  as  the  Royalist  side  is  illustrated 
«'  by  the  Clarendon  manuscripts  at  Oxford."

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Before  concluding  these  remarks  the  attention  of  the 
historical  student  is  directed  to  the  labours  of  the  late 
Mr.  Thorns,  who  has  left  in  pamphlet  form  an  exhaustive 
analysis  of  the  death  warrant  of  Charles  I.,  of  which  Le 
was  for  many  years  the  official  custodian,  being  Assistant 
Librarian  in  the  House  of  Lords,  where  the  original 
document  is  still  kept.  A  contemporary  copy  of  this 
warrant  is  entered  in  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of 
the  High  Oourt  of  Justice,  forming  Vol.  DXVII.  of  these 
State  Papers,  which  was  revised  by  Sir  Hardress  Waller,'-' 
and  is  calendared  in  this  volume  at  pp.  350 — 353.  This 
copy  is  verbatim  the  same  as  that  in  the  House  of  Lords, 
thus  proving  that  the  original  had  not  been  subsequently 
tampered  with,  but   is   in   the   same   condition   as  when 

issued.

[Jan.  3.]  [It  was  this  day  resolved  in  the  House  of  Commons — That  the 
powers  formerly  granted  by  both  Houses  to  the  Committee  of  both 
kingdoms,  relating  to  the  kingdoms  of  England  and  Ireland,  be 
now  granted  and  vested  in  the  members  of  both  Houses  only  that 
are  of  that  Committee  ;  with  power  to  them  alone  to  put  the  same 
in  execution.  It  was  further  resolved  that  Mr.  Nathaniel  Fiennes 
be  added  to  this  Committee  instead  of  Sir  PhiHp  Stapleton,  Sir 
John  EveljTi  of  Wilts,  instead  of  Mr.  Eocorder  [Sergeant  John  Glynn], 
the  Earl  of  Kent  instead  of  Earl  of  Essex,  to  which  alterations  the 
Lords'  concurrence  was  desired.  And  on  the  22nd  of  January  the 
Order  for  the  addition  of  members  of  both  Houses  to  the  Committee 
of  Lords  and  Commons  at  Derby  House  was  read,  together  with  an 
Order  for  giving  further  power  to  the  Committee,  which  is  more 
fully  explained  in  Commons'  Journals,  Vol.  Y.,  pp.  440  and  442.]

That  he  was  certain  his  Majesty 
had  found  more  from  him  than  he  could  have  expected  before  he 
came  as  things  stood.  That  the  Commissioners  were  not  at  all 
privy  to  it,  but  that  he  had  Order  from  both  Houses  of  Parliament 
for  what  he  did ;  and  that  he  knew  of  what  concernment  the  person 
of  the  King  is  to  the  kingdom ;  and  that  if  the  King  should  offer 
to  remove  if  Sir  John  Ashburnham  and  the  rest  of  the  gentlemen 
were  about  him,  they  would  assist  him. 

His  Majesty's  reply : — His  Majesty  commanded  the  Order  to  be 
read  by  Mr.  Ashburnham,  gave  the  Governor  thanks  for  bespeaking 
the  good  liking  of  the  Houses.  That,  for  once,  the  King  would  dare 
to  be  a  prophet,  that  if  ever  the  Houses  did  return  answer,  he 
would  not  be  believed,  but  give  the  colonels  thanks  and  gratuities. 
That  the  people  shall  never  be  slaves  by  any  act  of  his  Majesty. 
That  the  Governor  could  not  answer  what  he  had  done. 

Colonel  Hammond's  reply : — That  he  did  nothing  but  what  he 
could  answer  both  to  God  and  man.  Had  he  done  amiss,  he  was 
content  his  head  should  answer  for  it,  and  that  his  Majesty  and  the 
kingdom  might  be  happy  he  cared  not  how  soon  it  was.  {^Perfect 
Occurrences  {New  Series),  No.  54,  7-14 /««.

I  am 
Lincoln's  Ian.  yery  sorry  that  your  carriage  towards  me  at  Bridgwater  and  since 
hath  been  sucli  as  to  give  me  just  occasion  of  complaint,  I  was  in 
good  hope  that  my  not  questioning  you  for  that  injury  to  myself 
and  the  country  all  this  while  would  have  so  far  prevailed  with 
you  as  not  to  put  a  second  affront  upon  me,  who  never  offered 
you  the  least,  and  could  have  in  a  way  of  justice  done  you  some 
displeasure  ere  this  had  I  been  vindictive ;  but  it  seems  my  patience 
hath  produced  quite  contrary  effects,  and  anima.ted  some  of  you 
to  wreak  your  malice  on  my  friends  because  you  are  unable  to  do

Jan.  Col.   Humphrey  Mackworth  [Governor  of  Shrewsbury]  to  his 

Salop,  Excellency  Sir  Thos.  Fairfax.  I  received  this  enclosed  commission 
the  15th  inst.,  wherein  I  perceive  myself  and  others  are  required 
to  examine  witnesses  against  John  Downes,  my  Captain-Lieu- 
tenant, in  and  about  a  charge  mentioned  to  be  annexed,  but  no 
charge  at  all  came  to  my  hands,  and  no  information  has  been  given 
in  against  him  in  so  much  that  I  know  not  what  to  examine  or  how 
to  proceed  in  this  business.  The  Commission  first  came  to  the 
hands  of  Ensign  Hill,  who  out  of  sinister  ends  to  procure  my 
Captain- Lieutenant's  place  has  been  the  only  informer.  He  well 
knew  that  I  had  fully  and  impartially  examined  into  the  business 
rumoured  to  be  the  charge,  and  had  found  that  it  was  at  least  a 
mistake  of  some  idle  soldiers  if  not  a  combination  of  his  own  to 
out  his  superior  ofiicer,  yet  being  of  a  restless  spirit  he  has,  as  I 
believe,  procured  this  commission,  the  above  mentioned  passages 
being  unknown  to  your  Excellency,  and  has  given  out  speeches 
that  he  will  out  my  Captain-Lieutenant  or  lose  his  own  command. 
He  is  of  so  mutinous  a  disposition  that  he  ought  formerly  to  have 
been  tried  for  his  life  on  the  occasion  of  a  high  mutiny  caused  by 
him  here.  I  must  acknowledge  that  it  was  my  error  in  nominating

"  That  as  the  occasion  of  the  late  war  was  the  danger  of  being 
enslaved  by  arbitrary  and  tyranical  power,  and  as  upon  invitation 
of  the  House  the  people  have  hazarded  their  lives,  consumed  their 
estates,  lost  their  trades,  and  weltered  in  blood  to  defend  their 
laws  and  liberties  against  those  who,  in  their  apprehensions, 
intended  to  subvert  them  and  to  introduce  an  arbitrary  govern- 
ment ;  so  the  enemy  being  vanquished  they  expected,  according  to 
your  promises,  a  perfect  enjoyment  of  all  their  rights  and  liberties 
and  the  benefit  of  all  their  just  and  wholesome  laws,  which  this 
Honble.  House  and  the  Army  have  frequently  and  solemnly  engaged 
to  preserve  to  the  people." 

It  then  proceeds  to  expound  more  precisely  the  grounds  of 
complaint  and  the  nature  of  these  infringements  of  their  liberties, — 
"  That  nevertheless  the  Lords  are  permitted  to  assume  unto 
themselves,  and  exercise  a  power  over  Commoners  in  cases  criminal, 
to  summon,  impeach,  try,  adjudge,  and  censure  them,  as  appears  in 
the  present  case  of  Sir  John  Maynard,  late  member  of  this  Honble. 
House  now  depending  before  them,"  &c. 

"  Wherefore  petitioners  do  most  humbly  pray.  That  our  ancient 
freedom  of  indifferent  equitable  trials  by  our  equals,  in  all  cases 
whatsoever,  may  be  preserved  entire  to  us  and  all  the  commoners 
of  England." 

And  we  further  desire  that  Sir  John  Maynard,  Aldermen  Bunce 
and  Langham,  or  any  other  commoners,  may  not  be  deprived  of  his 
or  their  liberties  during  pleasure,  which  is  contrary  to  the  Magna 
Charta  and  many  other  the  wholesome  laws  of  the  land,  but  that 
justice  may  be  dispensed  legally,  and  a  speedy  establishment  of 
all  our  common  rights  and  liberties  be  vigorously  endeavoured.

March  7.  Newsletter  by  William  Eosse  from  Edinburgh.  The  Convention 
Edinburgh,  of  the  Estates  of  Scotland  were  vei;y  busy  on  Tuesday  20th 
February  in  preparing  their  transactions  to  be  in  a  readiness  to 
present  to  the  Parliament.  There  came  then  an  alarm  hither,  that 
the  English  Army  was  marching  to  invade  Scotland,  which  put  the 
inhabitants  into  a  great  fear.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Kirk 
were  then  very  serious  for  the  despatch  of  the  Declaration. 
Wednesday  the  1st  of  March,  great  preparations  were  making  for  the 
parliament's  sitting  down  the  next  day.  Thursday,  March  the 
2nd,  the  parliament  sat ;  many  set  speeches  made  concerning  their 
President ;  the  Lord  Chancellor  Loudoun,  the  Earl  Cassilis,  the  Lord 
Balmerino,  and  the  Lord  Burleigh  were  nominated  ;  but  the  Lord 
Chancellor  Loudovin  is  chosen  Lord  President.  Many  new  lords 
made  to  sit  in  parliament,  Sir  William  Cockram,  Sir  John 
Sanderson,  and  Sir  John  Hamilton  of  Burlington,  and  others,  as 
peers.  Friday,  the  3rd  of  March,  the  members  of  the  parlia- 
ment being  called  were  in  many  places  chosen  double.  Saturday, 
March  4,  was  spent  about  the  debates  and  resolutions  concerning 
the  counties  and  boroughs,  many  of  which  are  to  choose  again  by 
reason  of  false  elections.  The  Earl  of  Nottingham  and  the  other 
Commissioners  presented  papers  to  the  Lord  President,  to  be 
communicated  to  the  parliament,  to  take  their  former  papers  into 
consideration.  Mr.  Marshall  on  the  Lord's  day,  March  5,  preached 
at  Mr.  Gillespie's  church  and  had  a  very  great  audience,  his  sermon 
was  seasonable,  and  we  all  hope  it  will  do  good  ;  the  good  ministers 
here  do  daily  press  the  maintenance  of  the  conjunction  between  the 
two  kingdoms,  as  the  interest  of  all  honest  men  binds  them  to  do, 
and  indeed  they  speak  plainly,  and  as  men  that  are  sensible  of 
their  present  condition.  The  English  Commissioners  daily  and 
hourly  wait  to  see  what  conclusion  they  shall  receive  from  the 
Scots'  parliament.  The  Provost  of  Edinburgh  received  information 
that  some  English  in  companies  came  in  and  entered  the  borders 
of  Scotland  about  Carlisle  side.  And  that  they  were  come  up  as 
far  as  Hagewich  and  Seterick  [Hawick  and  Etterick]  which  is 
within  2.5  or  26  miles  of  this  place.  Yesterday,  Monday,  the  Cth 
of  March,  the  Parliament  were  advertised  that  a  great  number  of 
English  Cavaliers,  and  Malignants  of  Scotland  joining  with  them  under- 
hand, were  come  into  the  frontier  counties,  amongst  whom  Captain 
Hall,  Captain  Wogan,  and  others,  are  said  to  be  chief.  They  are 
increased  to  between  two  and  three  hundred  horse,  with  some  foot, 
and  report  that  thousands  more  are  coming ;  whereupon  the  Scots 
are  making  ready  for  their  defence,  and  some  regiments  are  to 
march  towards  the  Borders  to  prevent  danger  from  Malignants. 
Here  is  some  talk  that  this  Parliament  will  not  sit  many  weeks, 
they  sit  at  present  very  close.  On  the  Lord's  day  night  last  there 
came  above  70  horsemen  with  a  small  number  of  foot  to  Carlisle 
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and  with  ladders  scaled  the  walls,  entered  the  castle,  broke  open  the 
gaol  and  released  the  Moss-troopers  and  other  prisoners,  wounded 
the  gaoler,  and  all  marched  together  into  Scotland.  The  Church 
has  finished  the  Declaration,  concerning  which  they  have  moved 
the  Parliament  for  peace.  Those  that  possessed  Carlisle,  gave  out 
themselves  to  be  Sir  Thos.  Fairfax'  men,  until  they  were  passed,  and 
then  they  declared  that  they  were  for  the  king.  Here  is  much 
vieing  by  some  for  a  war  with  England,  by  the  King's  party,  but  I 
hope  they  will  not  prevail.  The  Parliament  of  England's  last 
Declaration  did  much  good  here  amongst  some  honest-minded  men. 
This  last  night  came  in  a  packet  with  Declarations,  which  will  be 
delivered  to-morrow  to  the  Parliament.  This  night  we  hear  the 
Earl  of  Stamford  will  come  in ;  Mr.  Stapleton  is  not  yet  come.

Represent  that  they  are  daily  molested  and  threatened 
by  John  Sheppard  or  Shepheard  of  that  parish,  insomuch  that  they 
cannot  quietly  follow  their  business,  wherefore  they  do  present  to 
j'ou  these  few  articles  of  his  misdemeanours,  beseeching  you  to  deal 
with  him  as  to  justice  appertaineth.  In  23ri7)%is  he  has  causelessly 
troubled  your  worships  in  craving  your  warrants  against  diverse 
of  us  which  he  refuses  to  deliver  to  the  tithingman  to  be  executed, 
that  we  might  hear  and  answer  his  objections  and  let  your  worships 
see  his  wrong  information.  He  has  often  times  been  accused  and 
imprisoned  for  sheep  stealing  and  other  thefts,  and  yet  continues  as 
may  be  proved  a  notorious  thief.  While  a  pretended  soldier  he 
brought  with  him  a  company  of  plunderers  to  our  parish,  who,  in 
the  night  violently  broke  open  men's  doors,  abused  and  cut  the 
owners  and  plundered  their  houses,  and  committed  sacrilege  in  a 
parish  church.  He  greatly  afi'righteth  some  of  us,  giving  forth 
speeches  that  he  will  not  leave  some  of  us  worth  a  groat  or  with  a 
house  wherein  to  put  our  heads.  For  the  space  of  one  whole 
summer,  whilst  he  should  have  been  in  the  Parliament's  service, 
he  lay  in  the  furze,  living  upon  robbery  and  theft,  beating  and 
abusing  some  of  his  neighbours.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  late 
war  he  listed  himself  under  divers  captatcis  of  the  King's  party, 
committing  in  the  country  grievous  outrages,  changing  from  one 
company  to  another  in  order  to  escape  hanging.  He  desperately 
wounded  with  his  carbine  one  of  the  Parliament's  soldiers  passing 
by  his  house.  Diverse  times  he  sells  beer  and  ale  in  his  house  and 
keeps  the  company  drinking  and  carding  in  time  of  divine  service 
upon  the  Sabbath  days.  He  is  a  most  notorious  profaner  of  the 
Lord's  Day,  in  the  forenoon  he  is  for  the  most  part  absent  from 
his  parish  church,  and  in  afternoon  he  spends  in  gamestering, 
enticing  and  tempting  our  children  and  servants  thereunto,  whom 
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he  presents  with  bowls,  balls,  or  cudgels,  which  he  keeps  in 
readiness  for  that  purpose.  Now,  for  the  better  reformation  of  his 
life  aad  our  greater  security  and  quiet,  we  earnestly  pray  your 
worships  to  take  into  your  good  and  godly  consideration  the 
premises,  and  to  show  us  your  lawful  favour  herein.

and  were  forced  to  discontinue  working.  That  there  was  thou 
12,000Z.  appointed  to  be  paid  upon  the  Excise,  but  as  this  was  oiiiy 
for  one  year  these  payments  were  so  far  anticipated  that  money 
could  not  be  procured  upon  it  for  carrying  on  this  work,  whereby 
many  were  ruined  and  undone  by  this  their  emplo3mient.  That  this 
Committee  is  informed  that  now  since  the  setting  out  of  the  summer 
fleet  and  storing  of  Portsmouth,  the  stores  of  ammunition  in  tho 
Tower  of  London  and  at  Hull  are  not  so  furnished  as  they  ought  to 
be,  and  that  it  is  necessary  some  present  course  should  be  taken  to 
supply  them.  That  it  is  of  very  great  danger  to  the  kingdom  that 
we  should  depend  for  powder  and  petre  upon  the  pleasure  of  foreigr; 
States,  which  might  at  any  time  prohibit  the  exportation  thereof, 
and  even  when  suS'ered  the  merchants  seeing  an  absolute  dependence 
upon  them  for  these  commodities  would  be  tempted  to  raise  the 
prices  at  their  pleasure  and  put  the  State  to  exoessive  charge  and 
great  inconvenience  to  make  their  necessary  provisions.  That  upon 
consideration  of  the  whole  and  of  the  present  state  of  affairs,  this 
Committee  is  of  opinion  that,  besides  the  money  assigned  out  of  the 
Excise,  2,000L  is  required  to  take  off  the  saltpetre  in  hand  and  start

you  exempted  it,  as  conceiving  it  not  in  your  power  to  compound 
for  nor  within  the  intentions  of  the  Parliament  to  permit  any 
disaffected  person  to  hold  a  place  of  that  nature,  and  therefore 
directed  the  rents  should  be  paid  to  Francis  Rushworth  and  Joseph 
Sergeant  the  parties  formerly  entrusted  therewith,  being  the  two 
last  mayors,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  upon  M^hich  petitioners 
increased  the  number  of  poor  in  the  Hospital.  By  your  subsequent 
letter  of  the  24th  June  last  you  required  the  rents  to  be  paid  to 
George  Wake,  and  to  suffer  him  to  enjoy  the  mastership,  the  former 
order  notwithstanding,  by  virtue  whereof  he  has  received  the  rents 
and  made  new  leases.  Petitioners  humbly  conceive  that  Wake  has 
no  good  title  to  the  mastership,  neither  has  he  compounded  for  the 
same,  his  whole  fine  being  but  14?.,  nnd  the  mastership  was  valued 
in  his  partiijular  at  35Z.  per  annum.

We  have  therefore  written  to  the  Governors  of 
the  Western  ports,  to  stop  the  transportation  of  all  who  have  not 
passes.  We  also  desire  you  to  make  a  strict  inquiry  after  all  such 
as  may  be  already  come  thither,  and  give  order  for  a  careful 
regard  for  the  future  ;  and  if  any  cannot  make  it  appear  they  have 
compounded,  that  you  secure  them,  and  by  the  next  opportunity 
of  shipping  send  them  back  into  England,  certifying  the  name  of 
the  master  of  the  ship  which  brought  them  over  and  from  what 
port  they  were  shipped.

1.  Mem.— That  Col.  Edw.  Rosseter  was  this  day  sworn  in. 

2.  That  the  messenger  with  the  Lord  General's  letters,  giving  advice  of 

the  enemy's  coming  through  Rochester  towards  Gravesend,  shall 
receive  40s. 

3.  That  Col.  Willoughby  and  Mr.  Maurice  Thomson  be  desired  to  be  her* 

at  3  p.m. 

4.  To  write  to  the  Committee  of  the  Army  to  deliver  to  the  M.Ps.  for 

Bristol,  or  to  such  as  they  shall  appoint,  the  30  barrels  of  gunpowder, 
which  should  have  been  repaid  to  Gloucester,  had  it  lent  the  same 
[to  Bristol]  according  to  former  directions. 

5.  That  the  paper  sent  from  Mr.  Rush  worth  to  Mr.  Frost,  together  with 

the  state  of  Essex,  be  reported  to  both  Houses. 

6.  That  Mr.  Knightley  and  Mr.  Swynfen  do  go  to  the  City  to  acquaint  the 

Committee  of  Militia  there  with  the  intelligence  received  by  this 
Committee,  and  to  learn  from  them  what  guard  they  can  send  to  the 
Parliament  in  case  any  force  should  come  against  them.

18.  Warrant  to  Col.  Taylor  to  command  the  ferry  boats  at  Lambeth,  and

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further  order  from  this  Committee ;  many  of  those  who  have  been 
engaged  against  the  Parliament  in  Kent  having  marched  up  as  far  as 
Greenwich  and  Blackheath,  it  is  likely  they  may  endeavour  to  seize 
these  boats. 

19.  Warrant  to  George  Gonden  to  ply  up  and  down  the  river  with  his 

shallop  or  other  vessel,  and  end.eavour  to  prevent  the  passing  of 
forces  or  persons  over  the  Thames  between  Kent  and  Essex,  or  by  any 
of  the  ferries  until  further  order.    Derby  House,  3  June  1648. 

20.  Warrant  to  the  Committees  of  the   Militia  of  the  Tower  Hamlets, 

Southwark,  and  Westminster,  authorising  them,  by  virtue  of  the 
Ordinance  of  Parliament  of  24  Jany.  last,  to  draw  out  all  or  any  part 
of  their  forces  upon  this  occasion,  notwithstanding  the  restriction 
contained  in  your  Ordinance  of  the  Militia,  to  any  place  which  you 
may  judge  fittest  for  opposing  the  enemy  and  for  the  defence  of  the 
Parliament  and  City.  The  enemy  in  Kent  is  drawing  near  to  the 
City,  and  it  may  happen  that  the  opposition  and  resistance  to  them 
may  be  with  more  advantage,  and  with  greater  safety,  at  a  distance 
than  nearer  at  hand. 

21.  Warrant  to  Col.  Wm.  Willoughby  and  Maurice  Thomson  to  take  all  the 

ferry  boats  between  Kent  and  Essex  into  their  custody  and  pos- 
session, and  for  a  few  days  prevent  any  from  passing  between  those 
counties  until  further  order,  as  we  are  informed  that  those  who  have 
been  in  arms  against  the  Parliament  are  now  endeavouring  to  pass 
into  Essex  to  raise  new  disturbances  and  trouble  there,  3  June  1648.

Derby  House,  night  in  guarding  these  parts,  of  which  there  was  very  good  use. 
We  have  now  received  intelligence  that  part  of  the  [insurgent] 
forces  dispersed  from  Greenwich  are  marched  into  Surrey  and 
intend  for  Kingston,  and  to  pass  [the  river]  there  ;  they  [then] 
intend  to  turn  toward  Essex,  at  a  distance  from  the  City,  to  join 
with  the  rest  there,  and  perhaps  some  of  them  may  come  this  way.

We  doubt  not  but  you  are  fully 
aware  how  necessary  it  is  that  at  this  time  all  care  should  be 
taken  to  keep  the  countries  quiet,  therefore  we  desire  you  to  give 
the  like  order  on  their  return  that  none  may  have  pretence  to 
break  out  into  any  distemper  by  reason  of  their  march  through

June  6.  50.  Pamphlet  described  on  the  title  page  as  "  A  Declaration  of  the 

several  proceedings  of  both  Houses  with  those  in  Kent  now  in 
arms  against  the  authority  of  Parliament,  manifesting  the  desires 
and  endeavours  of  the  Houses  for  avoiding  the  efiusion  of  blood." 
This  pamphlet  comprises  the  following  entries : — 

Statement  that  the  House  of  Commons  had  notice  on  Monday, 
22  May,  of  the  tumults  and  insm-rections  in  Kent,  as  well  by  some 
of  their  own  members  as  by  a  letter  from  the  Mayor  and  others  at 
Rochester,  wherein  they  intimate :  That  the  chief  ground  of  the 
rising  there  was  a  rumour  given  forth  that  a  regiment  of  horse  and 
[some]  foot  were  sent  for  by  the  Committee  to  suppress  a  petition 
intended  to  be  presented  to  the  House,  and  [their]  desire  that 
those  forces  might  be  stopped  from  coming  into  that  county,  and 
that  the  extraordinary  charges  of  that  city  may  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration ;  upon  which  they  promise  obedience  touching  the 
manner  of  addresses  to  the  Houses  by  petitioners  as  otherwise. 
Upon  consideration  of  this  letter  the  House  appointed  a  day  for 
bringing  in  the  report  concerning  these  charges,  and  sent  down 
three  of  their  own  members,  gents,  of  that  county,  to  use  their 
endeavours  for  pacifying  those  tumults  with  a  letter  from  the 
Speaker  to  the  Mayor  and  other  gents,  then  at  Rochester,  where 
the  tumults  first  began.  The  Speaker's  letter  to  the  Mayor  and 
others  of  Rochester :    Upon  your  letter  being  read,  the  House  com- 
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manded  me  to  return  this  answer  :  That  it  never  was  their 
intention  to  send  any  force  into  that  co.  to  suppress  petitioning, 
but  only  to  disperse  such  as  should  tumultuously  assemble,  under 
pretence  or  bringing  up  petitions  to  the  House  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  to  offer  violence  to  the  freedom  of  Parliament ;  but  since 
both  by  your  letter  and  the  relation  of  Captain  Lee  and  Capt. 
Westrow  they  are  satisfied  of  your  readiness  to  yield  obedience  to 
the  late  declaration  of  Parliament  directing  the  manner  of  pre- 
senting petitions,  they  have  put  a  stop  upon  the  marching  of  those 
forces  into  that  county,  so  as  they  shall  not  advance  thither  unless 
we  be  necessitated  to  give  further  order  by  any  more  tumultuous 
assemblies  in  that  city  or  county.  This  being  all  I  have  in  com- 
mand I  rest,  22  May  1648. 

These  three  members  coming  into  that  co.  did  their  best  to  quiet 
it,  but  could  effect  nothing  but  a  cessation  from  the  24th  May  till  the 
following  Saturday  at  5  o'clock,  during  which  time  the  insurrection 
did  increase  to  far  greater  numbers.  While  those  gents,  were  in 
the  country  the  Earl  of  Thanet,  desiring  the  peace  of  his  native 
county,  on  the  24th  applied  to  the  Earl  of  Pembroke,  Lord  Lieut, 
of  that  county,  asking  him  to  accompany  himself  to  the  Committee 
of  Lords  and  Commons  at  Derby  House,  which  he  did  accordinglj'. 
The  Earl  of  Thanet  made  several  propositions  to  that  Committee, 
which  he  said  he  was  very  hopeful  would,  being  granted,  remove 
the  distempers  there ;  and  he  declared  that  what  he  heard  from 
some  of  the  gents,  then  in  arms  gave  him  this  hope.  The  Com- 
mittee after  much  conference  with  the  Earl,  resolved  upon  some 
instructions  to  be  given  to  him,  which  on  Thursday  morning  they 
reported  to  both  Houses,  who  then  passed  them,  as  foUoweth : — 
[See  above,  May  25.  Printed  in  Lords'  Journals  x,,  282.]  The 
Eai-1  going  into  Kent  with  these  instructions,  returned  on  Saturday 
bringing  a  letter  from  the  gents,  of  that  co.  who  were  then  engaged, 
wherein  they  promised  an  answer  by  the  Earl  of  Thanet  at  5  p.m., 
but  none  came  that  day,  though  the  Committee  sat  late  expecting 
it.  But  on  Sunday  Sir  Thos.  Peyton,  one  of  the  engaged  gents., 
brought  the  following  letter  to  Derby  House,  the  Earl  of  Thanet 
not  coming  with  it,  for  what  reason  it  is  not  known  : — Answer  from 
the  Kentish  petitioners  to  the  Committee  at  Derby  House.  [Printed 
in  Lords'  Journals  x.,  290.]  It  must  not  be  omitted,  that  before 
this,  something  more  was  done  by  the  Commons'  House  to  show 
their  desire  of  preventing  bloodshed.  On  Saturday  about  5  p.m. 
Mr.  Sherman,  minister  of  Lee  near  Deptford,  came  to  the  House 
informing  them  that  he  had  been  with  some  of  the  commanders 
thereabouts  and  demanded  of  them  what  they  desired,  or  what 
would  give  them  satisfaction ;  they  answered  him,  that  they 
would  be  quiet,  so  they  might  have  an  indemnity  for  what  they 
had  done.  The  House  hoping  that  by  this  they  might  be  pacified 
without  force,  gave  to  Mr.  Sherman  the  instructions  ensuing,  of 
which  no  account  has  been  given. 

Instructions  for  Abraham  Sherman,  minister  of  Lee :  You  are 
desired  to  declare  to  those  lately  risen  about  Greenwich  and  Dept- 
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ford,  that  the  Houses  have  lately  published  a  declaration  concerning 
petitions  to  be  brought  to  the  Houses,  that  when  they  have 
delivered  up  the  towns,  magazines,  and  arms  which  they  have 
seized,  and  shall  be  retired  peacealsly  to  their  houses,  they  may 
bring  and  present  a  petition  to  the  Houses,  according  to  that 
declaration.  You  shall  also  declare  to  them,  that  upon  their  dis- 
banding and  departing  home  quietly  to  their  houses  before  2  o'clock 
to-morrow  morning  they  shall  have  indemnity  for  what  is  passed. 
27  May  1648.  Reported  from  the  Committee  at  Derby  House, 
read  and  upon  the  question  assented  unto  and  ordered  to  be 
presently  signed  and  sent  away  with  Mr.  Sherman. 

On  the  29  th  May  the  letter  was  reported  to  the  Houses  which 
Sir  Thos.  Peyton  brought,  and  was  read  and  considered  of.  The 
Houses  seeing  all  their  former  endeavours  for  an  accommodation 
fruitless,  and  the  resolution  of  the  engaged  party  in  that  county 
to  continue  in  arms,  without  and  against  their  authority,  and 
being  informed  that  by  the  said  party  some  maritime  forts  were 
surprised,  others  beleaguered,  and  divers  ships  in  the  service  of  the 
Parliament  withdrawn  from  their  obedience,  the  Houses,  in  dis- 
charge of  their  duty,  and  care  of  the  peace  and  safety  of  the 
kingdom,  passed  this  ensuing  vote,  that  they  do  leave  the  whole 
managing  of  the  business  of  Kent  to  the  General.  [Printed  in 
Lords'  Journals  x.,  289.]  After  which  vote,  the  General  marching 
into  the  county,  the  Houses  received  information  that  those  in 
arms  there  sent  a  trumpeter  to  the  General,  desiring  him  to  grant 
a  pass  to  their  Commissioners  to  treat  according  to  the  order  of 
Parliament,  which  trumpeter  said,  that  Squire  Hales  was  their  ^ 
General,  Sir  Thos.  Peyton,  their  Lieut.-Genl.,  and  Sir  John  Many 
[Main],  Major-Genl.  His  Excellency  [Fairfax]  returned  answer 
by  a  trumpet  of  his  own,  that  whilst  they  continued  in  arms  with- 
out and  against  the  authority  of  Parliament,  and  continued  doing 
acts  of  hostility,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  of  that  county,  he 
could  not  admit  of  a  treaty,  nor  lose  time  in  prosecution  of  them  ; 
but  if  they  should  forthwith  lay  down  arms  and  disper.se  them- 
selves, he  doubted  not  of  the  mercy  of  the  Parliament  to  those  who 
are  abused  and  deluded  ;  and  of  their  justice  against  such  only  as 
shall  appear  to  have  been  the  chief  and  most  eminent  actors 
and  fomenters  of  this  rebellion.  By  this  that  hath  been  done  all 
men  may  see,  that  the  endeavours  of  both  Houses,  in  transacting 
this  business  did  manifestly  tend  to  peace,  and  that  if  they  had 
been  in  any  measure  really  complied  with,  there  might  have  been 
a  happy  settlement  and  composure  in  that  county  before  any 
engagement. 

A  narrative  of  these  proceedings  has  been  lately  made,  by 
members  of  both  Houses  by  their  command,  to  the  Lord  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  London,  who  after  returning 
thanks  to  both  Houses  for  their  condescension  in  declaring  to 
them  their  aforesaid  proceedings,  did  declare  themselves  fully 
satisfied  therewith ;  and  did  desire  that  the  Houses  would  be 
pleased  to  publish  the  same  in  print  for  the  satisfaction  of  other 
J  «908fi,  Q 
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their  fellow  citizens  and  subjects  of  the  kingdom.  Ordered  by  the 
Commons  that  this  declaration  and  proceedings  concerning  the 
business  of  Kent  be  printed  and  published.  [Pamphlet  printed 
for  Ediv.  Husband,  printer  to  the  Commons,  June  5,  1648.

June  5.  51 .  The  Ordinance  of  5  June  1648,  wherein  trustees  are  nominated 

to  advance  .50,000?.  for  the  relief  of  Ireland.  List  of  the  trustees, 
viz. : — Sir  John  Warner,  Lord  Mayor,  Sii-  David  Watkins,  Aldermen 
Thos.

These 
trustees  or  any  five  of  thera  have  the  disposing  or  leasing  forth  of 
the  estates  of  Francis  Lord  Cottington,  Arthur  Lord  Capel,  Henry 
late  Earl  of  Worcester,  Edw.  now  Marquis  of  Worcester,  John 
Marquis  of  Winchester,  Wm.  Sheldon  of  Beeley,  Sir  Chas.  Smyth 
of  Warwickshire,  Sir  George  Strode,  Sir  Henry  Bedingfield,  and 
his  son,  [who]  not  being  admitted  to  couipound  for  their  delinquency 
the  trustees  are  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof.  This 
Ordinance  hath  been  and  is  still  put  in  execution  chiefly  and  only 
by  the  Irish  Privy  Councillors  to  the  late  King  in  the  Star 
Chamber  where  they  keep  their  office  with  their  several  officers  and 
sei"vants,  besides.  Their  agents  in  most  counties  of  England  and 
Wales,  [have]  to  find  out  the  estates  of  the  forementioned  noblemen 
and  gentlemen  and  are  to  receive  their  respective  rents,  and  lease 
forth  the  same  to  such  tenants  as  they  shall  recommend.  These 
trustees  sat  at  first  in  Guildhall  with  the  citizens  their  fellow 
trustees,  they  grew  weary  [of  being]  there  and  removed  to  the  Star 
Chamber  where  they  have  acted  by  themselves.  The  common- 
wealth may  save  this  great  charge  by  ordering  the  rents  of  the  said 
noble  and  gentle-men's  estates  to  be  brought  into  the  Treasury  at 
Goldsmiths'  Hall  by  the  Solicitors  of  Sequestrations  in  each  county 
where  these  lands  are  situated.  \In  margin, — By  this  means  19 
parts  of  20  will  be  saved  to  the  Parliament.]  List  of  the  names  of 
the  trustees  who  act  in  the  Star  Chamber,  viz.,  Sir  Wm.  Parsons, 
Sir  Robt.  Meredith,  Sir  Wm.  Anderson,  Sir  James  Barry,  Sir 
Paul  Davis,  and  Wm.  Basil,  Attorney-General  of  Ireland  now  at 
Dublin.  These  men  have  chiefly  acted.  [In  margin. — Query 
wliat  allowances  these  gents  have  from  the  State.]  Sir  Adam 
Loftus  the  Treasurer  at  Wars  for  Ireland,  is  also  Treasurer  to  the 
Trustees  or  his  Deputy.  Any  five  of  these  trustees  may  act  and 
allow  salary  to  oflicers  and  ministers  and  other  persons  to  be  employed 
in  this  service ;  and  all  other  charges  and  expenses  are  to  be  paid 
for  the  execution  of  these  two  Ordinances.  These  trustees  have 
power  to  appoint  surveyors,  stewards,  bailiffs,  and  other  officers  or 
ministers,  clerks,  messengers,  doorkeepers,  and  agents  in  the  several 
counties  of  England  and  Wales.

By  the  enclosed  paper  signed  by  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Navy  you  will  understand  that  the  six  ships  which  lately 
revolted  in  the  Downs  are  gone  to  Yarmouth  Roads  and  ride  there 
for  the  present,  and  that  they  have  on  board  some  of  the  Kentish 
gentlemen  who  were  engaged  in  the  late  rebellion.

The 
enemy  has  got  in  some  provisions  into  the  town,  for  we  are 
informed  that  the  party  of  horse  and  foot  that  went  out  of  Col- 
chester towards  Harwich  are  returned  the  same  night  with  80  head 
of  cattle  and  100  sheep;  the  Lord  Goring  and  the  chief  officers  are 
still  in  Colchester.  We  have  had  many  skirmishes  with  the  enemy, 
and  are  still  in  daily  action.  The  General's  trumpeter  is  returned,  who 
left  Sir  Wm.  Masham  and  the  other  gentlemen  in  a  reasonable  good 
condition.  But  when  a  list  was  sent  to  Goring  of  what  prisoners 
we  had  taken,  and  in  what  condition  they  were,  at  present,  he 
excepted  against  the  Essex  train-band  men  who  were  taken  pri- 
soners, and  said  that  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  them,  and  bade  his 
Excellency  do  with  them  as  he  thought  good ;  by  this  it  may 
plainly  appear  that  the  Cavaliers  do  use  their  seduced  men  but 
only  for  their  own  ends.  Capt.  Zanchie,  who  took  Mersea  fort, 
found  two  culverings;  two  sacres,  and  one  drake  in  it.  Capt. 
Peacock  and  the  commanders  of  tlie  ships  at  Harwich  have  sent  offer 
to  the  General  to  assist  him  in  the  harbour  of  Coin  river,  if  the  fort 
at  Mersea  be  ours,  of  whicli  the  General  has  sent  them  word.  Cols. 
Stewart  and  Thornton  were  taken  with  Sir  Barnaby  Scudamore. 
There  are  four  Colonels  taken  at  Newmarket  about  to  raise  men 
for  the  King ;  Col.  Sir  Barnaby  Scudamore  is  one  of  them.  The 
soldiery  are  full  of  courage,  notwithstanding  their  great  necessity 
of  some  present  supplies  of  money.

By  the  Lords'  Journals  it  appears  that  in  February  1646-47 
there  came  to  the  Lords'  House  a  letter  from  the  Scotts'  Com- 
missioners, which  in  the  preamble,  is  said  to  be  communicated  to 
both  Houses,  but  does  not  appear  to  be  ever  communicated  to  the 
House  of  Commons  ;  also  that  in  March  1646-47  an  Ordinance 
passed  the  House  of  Peers  for  the  payment  of  the  said  35,000Z.  to 
the  Marquis  of  Argyle,  but  was  not  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons 
till  5th  June  1648,  and  then  passed  this  House,  in  which  there  is 
no  allowance  of  interest ;  in  this  referred  to  the  Committee  there 
is,  and  in  that  clause  that  allows  interest,  the  word  "  with  "  must  be 
left  out. 
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In  this  Ordinance  referred  to  in  the  recital  it  is  said  that  the 
acquittance  of  the  said  Marquis  of  Argyle  and  the  heretors  of  that 
slierilfiloni,  (.r  their  assign-,  or  any  having  power  from  them,  shall 
be  a  sufficient  discharge  to  the  kingdom  of  England  for  the 
35,000^. ;  and  in  the  ordaining  part  there  is  only  a  clause  that  the 
acquittances  of  the  said  persons  shall  be  a  discharge  to  the 
treasurers.  For  the  security  of  England  there  must  be  the  like 
clause  in  the  ordaining  part  as  in  the  recital.

The  same  to  the  Lord  Mayor  [Sir  John  Warner]  and  the  Court 
of  Aldermen.  We  have  had  divers  prisoners  lately  brought  to 
this  Committee,  who  were  concerned  in  this  late  insurrection  and 
rebellion,  and  were  consigned  from  hence  to  Peterhouse  and  other 
prisons.  We  are  informed  there  were  great  tumults  in  the  City 
at  their  being  carried  thither,  and  great  affronts,  provocations,  and 
violence  offered  to  the  guards  who  we  entrusted  with  their  convoy, 
great  endeavours  being  made  to  rescue  them  by  the  people,  who  are 
grown  to  that  insolence  as  they  will  be  the  judges  of  the  actions 
of  their  superiors,  and  take  upon  them  to  set  at  liberty  those  whom 
we  find  just  cause  to  restrain,  and  openly  make  themselves  parties 
to  that  rebellion  by  defending  those  who  have  appeared  in  it.  And 
had  there  not  been  both  greater  resolution  in  those  guards  and  a 
better  temper  than  in  the  tumultuating  people,  thej'  had  lost  their 
prisoners,  and  might  perhaps  have  given  a  beginning  to  that  which 
might  have  been  of  a  sad  consequence.  We  are  sorry  to  see  the 
disposition  of  the  people  so  set  to  contradict  the  authority  of 
Parliament ;  and  that  there  is  so  loose  a  hand  of  Government 
carried  towards  them,  whereby  they  are  grown  to  such  a  temper 
of  disobedience  as  must  needs  bring  danger  if  not  ruin.

We  had  no 
message  from  the  [revolted]  ships,  but  great  discontent  taken  as 
we  heard  by  tlie  Prince,  who  is  in  the  Admiral's  ship,  for  that  his 
messengers  sent  on  shore  to  provide  some  fresh  victuals  were  re- 
pelled by  the  troopers  at  the  seaside  and  driven  back  on  the  sea- 
shore. This  morning  we  sent  Mr.  Cutting  and  Mr.  Robins  aboard 
to  the  Prince  to  give  satisfaction  concerning  some  conceived  dis- 
courtesies offered  him  by  the  town,  whose  coming  and  speeches 
gave  good  content  to  the  Prince,  but  not  so  to  Lord  Culpepper  and 
the  other  Lords.  Yet  at  last  they  had  fair  respect  from  them  all, 
and  notice  given  that  they  had  no  design  upon  this  place,  but  were 
forced  hitber  by  contrary  winds  on  Friday  last,  going  for  the 
Downs,  whither  they  intended  still  to  go  with  the  first  fair  wind, 
and  so  desiring  some  accommodation  of  a  small  provision  of  fresh 
meat  and  other  things  for  the  Prince  for  money,  dismissed  our 
messengers.  Within  a  few  hours  after,  this  afternoon  about 
4  o'clock,  the  provisions  being  gotten,  and  the  winds  somewhat 
fair,  they  weighed  anchor  and  departed  and  are  gone.  The  Lords 
in  those  ships  were,  the  Earl  of  Brentford,  Lord  Willoughby  of 
Parham,  Vice-Admiral,  Lords  Wentworth,  Culpepper,  Hopton,  and 
Prince  Robert  [Rupert],  besides  many  great  gentlemen,  but  no  land 
soldiers  at  all.

Derby  House.  Since  the  unhappy  accident  of  the  revolting  of  a  part  of  the  Navy  from 
their  obedience  to  the  Parliament,  we  have  often  taken  into  considera- 
tion the  danger  that  your  town  may  be  in  by  them  if  they  should 
•  attempt  to  land  there.  If  they  should  possess  themselves  of  your 
town,  it  would  not  only  bring  a  great  prejudice  to  the  public  by 
lengthening  out  the  war,  but  ruin  to  the  town,  and  he  an  undoing 
to  the  country  adjacent  by  being  made  the  seat  of  war  for  reducinc^ 
of  it.  And  although  we  are  satisfied  as  regards  most  of  thosa  ia  whose 
hands  the  government  of  the  town  is  and  very  many  others  well 
affected  in  it,  that  they  are  both  able  to  discern  the  danger  and 
judge  of  their  true  interest  and  will  continue  still  faithful  both  to 
the  public  interest  and  their  own,  and,  therefore,  will  use  their 
utmost  power  to  preserve  the  town  from  falling  into  the  possession 
of  the  enemy,  and  this  the  rather  as  by  the  miserable  and  sad  con- 
dition of  Colcliester  all  men  can  see  what  in  like  case  they  may 
expect,  yet  for  that,  we  know  Yarmouth,  by  reason  of  its  great 
fishing  trade,  contains  many  mariners  and  men  used  to  the  sea, 
amongst  whom  too  great  a  disaffection  has  lately  grown  ;  and  that 
promises  have  been  made  to  the  enemy  that  there  is  [in  the  town] 
a  large  party  ready  to  join  with  them.  We  thought  it  necessary  for 
its  better  protection  from  surprise  to  write  to  the  Committees  of 
the  two  adjacent  coujaties  g,nd  to  Norwich  to  hold  theinselyes  in 
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readiness  to  give  you  assistance  in  case  of  danger  upon  your  desire ; 
as  likewise  to  the  Lord  General  [Fairfax]  to  send  some  forces  thither ; 
also  to  the  City  of  Norwich  and  to  Captain  Brewster  to  put  each 
of  them  a  company  of  foot  into  the  town,  for  the  reception  of  which 
forces  we  sent  you  orders.  This  was  done  not  with  any  intention  to 
make  your  town  a  garrison  but  to  preserve  it  safe,  and  to  enable  the 
well-affected  party  to  defend  themselves  against  the  violence  of  the 
common  people  if  they  should  make  any  insurrection  or  tumult 
upon  the  approach  of  the  revolted  ships.  But  being  now  informed 
by  Mr.  Cobb,  an  alderman  of  your  town,  that  there  is  no  need  of 
any  such  force,  who,  with  all  confidence  affirms  that  you  are  able  to 
preserve  the  town  in  case  of  any  danger,  at  least  till  supplies  may 
seasonably  be  had,  and  that  there  is  fear  lest  the  coming  in  of 
forces  may  stir  up  the  people  who  otherwise  would  be  quiet,  we 
have,  thereupon,  for  the  present  suspended  our  former  orders,  but 
recommend  it  to  your  especial  care  to  use  all  good  means  for  your 
own  safety.  Take  care  that  the  foices  of  your  town  may  be  put 
into  sure  hands  and  that  all  the  rest  of  the  officers  be  trustworthy. 
Let  the  well-afTected  be  all  armed  and  taken  into  your  companies, 
and  such  as  have  openly  manifested  their  disaffection  be  disarmed. 
Secure  the  peisons  of  all  such  as  hold  intelligence  with  the  revolted 
ships  or  with  the  enemy  in  any  other  place  or  appear  in  corrupting 
the  people.  We  shall  be  only  too  glad  if  your  own  endeavours 
can  preserve  you  from  harm,  being  very  unwilling  to  employ  any 
forces  in  vain  or  to  subject  any  place  to  needless  inconvenience. 
But,  if  you  shall  discover  a  necessity  for  assistance,  give  timely 
notice  to  the  parties  above  stated,  to  whom  we  have  written  to  assist 
you.

We  know  you  cannot  but  have  a  very 
thankful  sense  of  the  great  mercy  God  has  bestowed  upon  us  in 
that  so  signal  victory  given  to  this  nation  against  that  perfidious 
army  of  the  Scots,  who  intended  the  conquest  of  this  nation  and 
were   swelled  to    so  great  numbers    of   their    own    [countrj'men], 
brought  hither  in   hope  of  our  possessions,  and  would  further  have 
been  increased  by  the  confluence   of  malignants  of  our  own,  had 
not  God  appeared  for  us,  we  having  no  means  ready  which  in  a 
rational  judgment  could  be  thought  able  to  oppose  them.     In  this 
victory,  those  of  your  county  had   their  share  in  the  honour  of 
retarding  their  march  and  at  last  for  the  utter  breaking  of  that 
proud  and  insulting  enemy.     What  this  kingdom  might  have  ex- 
pected from  them,   tliey  have  left  testimonies  of  it  in  all  places 
where  they  came.

Pamphlet  entitled — A  Declaration  of  the  Order  of  the  Treaty 
appointed  to  be  between  the  King's  most  gracious  Majesty  and  the 
Commissioners  from  both  Houses  to  treat  at  Sir  William  Hodges' 
house  at  IN ew port,  Isle  of  Wight.  Which  Commissioners  set  out 
from  London  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  13,  1648.  The  narrative  is 
divided  into  30  paragraphs,  containing  the  following  particulars  : — ■ 
1.  The  King's  Majesty  was  set  at  liberty  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  G, 
1G48  [on  which  day  the  Lords  agreed  to  the  order  for  revoking  the 
votes  of  tlie  1st  Jan.  1647-48,  so  far  as  they  extend  to  any  restraint 
of  the  King's  person  to  Carisbrook  Castle,  Com.  Journals  vi.,  p.  8], 
and  repaired  to  Sir  Wm.  Hodges'  house  at  Newport,  where  his 
Majesty's  Court  is  to  be  during  the  treaty,  and  where  the  Com- 
missioners are  to  make  their  addresses  to  him.  2.  The  persons 
chosen  to  be  Commissioners  from  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament 
during  this  treaty  were  Algernon  Earl  of  Northumberland,  Philip 
Earl  of  Pembroke,  Wm.  Earl  of  Salisbury,  James  Eai'l  of  Middlesex, 
and  Wm.  Viscount  Say  and  Sele,  being  members  of  the  Peers,  and 
Thos.  Lord  Waynmor  [Visct.  Wenman],  Sir  Henry  Vane,  junr.. 
Sir  John  Potts,  bart..  Sir  Harbottle  Grimstone,  Denzill  Holies, 
Wm.  Pierrepont,  John  Crew,  Samuel  Browne,  John  Glynn,  the 
Recorder,  and  John  Bulkley,  members  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
They  went  from  London  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  6  [this  should  be 
Wednesday  the  13th,  as  proved  by  the  following  entry  in  the 
Commons' Journals  vi.,  p.  19  : — "  The  Commissioners  appointed  to 
go  to  his  Majesty  came  up  to  tlie  Clerk's  table,  and  Mr.  Speaker, 
by  command  of  the  House,  delivered  unto  them  their  instructions 
and  their  commission,  and  the  propositions  agreed  upon,  and  pre- 
sented to  the  King  at  Hampton  Court,  upon  which  they  are  to 
treat  with  his  Majesty  now  in  the  Isle  of  Wight."]  3.  These  Com- 
missioners are  to  treat  immediately  with  the  King's  person ;  to 
deliver  what  both  Houses  shall  command  to  his  Majesty  and  none 
else  ;  and  to  take  account  of  his  answer,  or  what  he  shall  propound, 
from  none  on  his  Majesty's  behalf,  but  from  the  King  immediately. 
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4.  The  King  being  apprised  of  their  coming  to  join  with  him  in  a 
personal  treaty,  is  to  appoint  them  a  time  and  place  where  they 
are  to  wait  on  him.  6.  They  are  then  to  present  the  propositions 
to  the  King  from  both  Houses,  being  the  same  that  were  delivered 
at  Hampton  Court.  7.  The  Commissioners  are  to  make  addresses 
to  his  Majesty  as  they  think  fit.  10.  The  King  is  then  to  return 
answer  as  to  the  matter  of  resolution,  when  and  how  he  will  return 
them  answer  to  the  propositions.  12.  The  Commissioners  to  send 
a  messenger  to  Parliament  with  letters  giving  account  of  these 
overtures.  13.  The  King  then  adviseth  with  such  as  he  shall 
desire  of  those  who  are  appointed  to  wait  upon  him,  viz.,  Gentlemen 
of  the  Bedchamber,  Duke  of  Richmond,  Marquis  of  Hertford,  Earls 
of  Lindsey  and  Southampton  ;  Grooms  of  his  Bedchamber,  George 
Kirke,  James  Levingstone,  Henry  Murray,  and  others  here  specified, 
14.  On  their  second  interview  the  King  is  to  deliver  such  answer 
to  their  propositions  as  he  shall  think  fit  and  propound  such  things 
ia  relation  to  the  treaty  as  he  shall  please.  15.  The  Commissioners 
on  receiving  the  King's  answer  are  to  proceed  to  treat  with  tlie 
King  on  such  particulars  as  shall  be  insisted  on,  in  relation  to  what 
they  have  presented  from  the  Parliament.  The  first  of  which  is 
for  his  Majesty  to  recall  all  his  propositions  [proclamations  ?],  de- 
clarations, &c.,  against  the  Parliament,  and  then  for  settling  the 
Militia  and  Church  government.  16.  The  Commissioners  are  to 
give  reasons  why  these  should  be  first  insisted  on,  and  why  his 
Majest}^  should  grant  the  passing  of  them.  17.  Any  additional 
propositions  received,  not  included  in  the  propositions  from  the 
Parliament,  are  to  be  communicated  to  the  Houses  before  they 
conclude  anything  therein.  19.  After  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Commissioners  with  his  Majesty,  the  treaty  is  to  continue  40  days. 
20.  If  it  please  God  that  a  peace  be  concluded  and  all  agreed,  then 
the  King  and  the  Commissioners  are  to  sign  the  agreement.  23.  The 
Commissioners  are  to  treat  upon  such  propositions  as  they  shall 
receiA'e  from  his  Majesty  accordingly  as  they  shall  receive  instruc- 
tions from  both  Houses,  24.  During  this  treaty  his  Majesty  is  to 
have  his  liberty  with  freedom,  honour  and  safety  to  his  person. 
26.  Both  Houses  are  to  draft  those  propositions  into  Bills,  without 
any  alterations  at  all,  save  only  such  verbal  expressions  as  are 
usual  to  statutes.

We  have  now  received 
your  letter  and  information  with  Mr.  Strickland's  relation  :  That  the 
masters  of  the  ships  think  it  cannot  be  effected  without  danger 
to  the  fleet,  in  regard  of  the  greatness  of  the  ships  which  are  of 
best  countenance  for  that  service,  and  of  other  accidents.  But  that 
you  mean  to  stand  over  to  the  coast  and  improve  such  opportunities 
as  shall  be  offered,  and  so  proceed  as  the  wind  may  admit  of.  We 
shall  not  judge  of  the  feasibility  or  da':^er  of  executing  what  we 
offered,  but  must  leave  those  particulars  to  the  debate  and  judg- 
ment of  your  Lordship  and  council.

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there  is  for  guard  of  the  northern  coasts  and  Newcastle,  and  that 
some  ships  should  attend  upon  the  motions  of  the  Army  now  there. 
We  conceive  that  the  best  way  to  provide  for  all  is  to  do  what 
may  be  for  reducing  the  ships  while  they  lie  there,  which  if  you 
effect,  your  whole  fleet  will  be  at  liberty  for  service  elsewhere  as  is 
desired,  or  at  least  you  may  be  able  to  keep  them  [the  revolted 
ships]  in  from  dispersing  themselves  to  do  mischief  abroad  in 
several  places.  This  we  first  and  chiefly  recommend  to  your 
consideration,  withall  desiring  your  Ijordship  that  as  soon  as  you 
can  and  so  far  as  may  not  disable  you  for  the  service  against  the 
revolted  ships,  that  some  guard  may  be  appointed  for  the  Yarmouth 
fishing  and  ships  sent  northward  to  attend  those  coasts  and  the 
motions  of  the  Army  under  Lieut.-Genl.  Cromwell.  We  the  rather 
recommend  the  fitness  of  this  time  to  act  against  the  ships  because 
the  discontents  of  the  seamen  are  now  high,  and  they  have  no 
means  to  satisfy  them.  If  it  once  grows  so  far  that  the  [sailors] 
leave  the  ships  and  run  away,  they  will  jirocure  Irish  and  some  of 
the  old  Dunkirk  trade  to  sail  the  ships  and  run  out  into  piracies  to 
the  destruction  of  trade,  and  be  of  greater  difficulty  to  reduce  when 
there  will  rest  no  means  to  effect  it  but  plain  force.  [Ibid., 
j;j3.

his  Majesty  so  much  desired,  without  the  like  digression.  This 
week  the  King  hath  propounded  several  doubts,  one  upon  his  oath 
in  relation  to  episcopacy,  another  that  he  thought  it  sacrilege  to 
alien[ate]  church  land  to  secular  uses,  on  which  questions 
Mr.  [Samuel]  Browne  and  the  Eecorder  [John  Glynn]  spake  well 
and  learnedly.  The  King  much  desired  to  have  heard  the  divines 
upon  these  doubts,  but  the  Commissioners,  because  the  laws  and 
customs  of  the  kingdom  were  of  greatest  use  in  the  determination 
of  those  questions,  thought  them  not  so  proper  for  the  ministers. 
The  King  also  declared  that  he  was  not  satisfied  in  conscience  to 
take  away  episcopacy,  because  it  was  exercised  by  the  Apostles 
and  delivered  by  tliem  to  others,  and  that  it  was  in  the  primitive 
time  and  since  till  within  200  years.  Herein  the  King  first  heard 
our  divines  discourse,  and  after  that  received  a  paper  from  them, 
which  contained  the  sum  of  that  which  may  be  said  against  the 
jus  divinum  of  episcopacy,  and  a  general  answer  to  what  the  King 
propounded  concerning  the  jiower  of  the  Church  to  alter  Church 
government,  viz.,  that  the  substantials  for  government  which 
were  set  down  in  scripture  could  not  be  altered.  In  reply  to  this 
paper  his  Majesty  hath  given  them  a  large  discourse  to  prove  that

After  that  proposition,  upon  M-hich  this  direction  shall 
find  them,  is  concluded,  and  that  they  proceed  on  in  the  treaty'. 
Since  the  King's  answer  to  the  proposition  for  Ii-eland  was  this  day 
read,  some  motions  were  made  to  vote  that  also  unsatisfactory,  but 
it  comes  so  far  to  what  the  Houses  desired,  that  the  debate  was 
laid  aside  and  so  it  resteth.  I  pray  God  the  King's  next  answer  to 
the  proposition  for  taking  away  episcopacy  may  be  such  as  may 
have  the  like  entertainment  with  the  Houses,  otherwise  this  is  all 
but  a  fight  off  the  shore,  which  makes  the  ensuing  rough  ocean  the 
more  terrible.  It  is  true  it  is  a  tender  point  as  now  it  stands 
betwixt  the  King  and  the  Parliament.  Yet  the  obligations  lie 
stronger  upon  the  Houses  to  insist,  tlian  upon  the  King  to  deny 
what  is  proposed.  The  Houses  have  covenanted  and  sworn  publicly 
and  solemnly  to  endeavour  tlie  extirpation  of  Bishops,  and  that 
with  a  preface  that  will  I'etui'n  unanswerably  upon  them  if  they 
do  it  not,  and  this  in  the  time  of  the  kingdom's  great  distress, 
as  an  expiatory  means  of  our  troubles.  And  they  have  caused 
tliousands  to  SAvear  the  same,  and  [in]  general  all  the  clergy  and 
religious  friends  to  the  Parliament's  cause,  soldiers,  citizens,  and 
otliors  of  all  professions  are  sworn  on  tliis  point. 

Tiie  King,  whatever  he  may  have  in  Ins  private  conscience,  hath 
no  such  public  engagement  upon  him,  nor  upon  liis  people.  The 
I'ai-Jiament's  declarations  upon  this  point  have  not  only  raised  the 
minds  of  many  in  England  hokl[iDg]  out  this  as  a  main  point  of 
reformation,  but  they  are  gone  into  all  parts  of  the  Reformed 
Churches,  to  draw  tlieir  eyes  and  prayers  to  us,  who  look  upon 
that  discipline  ns  the  wall  of  dlsraiion  and  the  abolition  of  it,  the 
means  of  union  with  them,  which  is  a  weighty  consideration  both 
in  Christianity  and  polity  especially  seeing  the  Pupish  party,  their 
common  enemy,  look  on  that  Government  as  a  link  to  which  they 
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tie  tlieir  interest,  and,  as  by  experience  we  have  found,  do  thereby 
draw  in  much  of  their  end.  The  King,  if  lie  aim  at  union,  the 
strength  of  our  peace,  cannot  in  this  Protestant  kingdom  and  in 
reference  to  the  Protestant  world  have  the  lilce  engagement  on  him 
to  hold  up  bishops.  And  for  the  only  bond  upon  him,  tliat  is  held 
forth,  that  of  his  private  judgment,  it  is  clear  by  liis  last  answer 
th;it  it  is  not  as  to  the  bishop  in  the  Bill,  but  a  primitive  bishop  not 
now  in  question,  which  if  it  could  be  settled,  ho  could  take  away 
the  l:)ishop  in  tlie  Bill ;  so  that  tlie  question  seems  to  be  but  betwixt 
two  governors  both  de  novo  to  be  settled  in  England  ;  this  of  the  Par- 
liament and  that  of  the  primitive  bishop  ;  and  to  that  offered  by  the 
Parliament  the  King  can  agree  for  three  years,  therefore,  as  I  con- 
ceive by  his  own  prerogative  he  may  take  OAvay  the  ]  resent  bishops 
d.d.  in  the  formerlayes  [defined,  in  the  formularies  ?]  and  lay  aside 
tlie  new  bishop  till  hereafter.  And  it  is  his  private  judgment  differing 
from  very  many  learned  and  good  men  who  have  been  bishops  in 
former  times,  and  some  of  the  King's  clergy  at  piesent  with  many 
others  of  his  party,  few  of  his  nobility  or  gentry  being  bound  in  it. 
And  against  the  judgment  of  his  Parliament,  tlie  Divines  called  by 
them  for  reformation,  and  against  the  Church  of  Scotland  the  King's 
own  law  in  that  kingdom,  and  against  the  judgment  and  practice  of 
all  the  Reformed  Churches  abroad.  Nonne  solus  hapis  totne  errant 
univer,-i  ?  Besides  this  when  I  consider  the  seiies  of  the  proceedings 
in  this,  one  would  think  either  the  King's  private  Ecruple  might 
be  answered  or  the  Paiiiaraent's  proposition  a-ssented  to  notwith- 
standing. For,  in  the  first  proposition,  the  King  enacts  that  the 
Parliament's  war  is  just,  necessary,  and  defen-ive  :  from  whence  I 
infer,  that  either  the  King's  private  judgment  is  not  agreeing 
with  this  Act,  and  if  he  yet  satisfies  his  conscience,  to  name  his 
private  judgment  in  a  Legislative  Act  and  so  not  opposes  it  to  the 
judgment  of  the  Parliament,  and  then  lie  n,ay  as  well  do  it  in  the 
matter  of  bishops  and  more  if  the  judgment  of  his  Parliament  be 
considered,  which  are  more  general  and  contraiy  to  the  one  than 
the  other  ;  or  else  the  King's  private  judgment  is  the  same  Avith  the 
Act,  and  then  I  cannot  see  how  this  point  of  taking  away  bishops, 
which  the  Houses  swoi'e  to  in  time  of  their  war  and  declared  it  to 
become  a  great  port  of  what  they  would  obtain  thereby  cau  be 
unlawful  to  be  joined  in  by  the  liing.  I  shall  only  add  that  we 
may  remember  hov/  mucii  our  friends  in  Scotland  declared  against 
the  engagement  of  D[uke]  H[an)ilton]  only  upon  this  tlr^t  it  was 
uj)on  an  agreement  that  took  not  aNvay  bishops  in  England,  which 
was  the  only  exception  they  made  as  to  the  matter  of  their  cause, 
thouo-h  others  to  the  manner  of  proceeding,  and  on  this  bore  so 
great  a  rent,  suffered  so  much  pressure.  If  they  did  tliis  against 
an  a,"reement  which  was  made  by  their  own  pooi)lc  and  M'hich 
carried  infinite  advantages  to  their  nation  in  otlier  i-cspect-;,  what 
A\  ill  they  do  against  such  a  false  agicoiiicnt  made  by  us  ?  And  if 
they  so  dissent  how  will  the  Parliament  be  able  to  make  good 
such  an  agreement  if  they  should  attempt  it;  all  those  that  are 
for  indulgence  agreeing  the  bishop  to  be  n.ost  contraiy  to  them.

'  given  answers  to  all  the  propositions.  He  hath  granted  the  Great 
Seal  as  fully  as  [in]  the  first  which  justifies  our  taking  arms.  He 
hath  granted  the  Court  of  Wards,  increasing  the  price  50,000Z.  per 
annum,  giving  this  reason  for  his  alteration  in  discourse,  although 
it  be  not  in  writing,  that  his  father  [James  I.]  was  offered  for  the 
Court  of  Wards  120,000?.  per  annum  and  .500,000^  fine.  He  hath 
granted  the  Great  Offices  for  10  years,  whereas  in  Ireland  they 
are  passed  for  20  years,  alleging  this  reason  in  debate  that  Ireland 
is  yet  to  conquer,  and  that  offices  granted  during  the  10  years  are 
to  continue  after,  the  officers  being  to  continae  quamdiu  se  bene 
gesserint.  The  King  hath  in  many  things  made  large  and  full 
concessions,  yet  I  doubt  it  will  be  hard  to  see  them,  the  Bishops' 
power  of  ordination  still  remaining.  His  Majesty  would  have  had 
a  proviso  [added]  in  the  Bill  that  is  to  take  away  Archbishops 
declaring  that  the  Bishops  should  have  power  for  ordination,  but  he 
receded  from  that  and  divers  other  things.  If  you  knew  with  what 
difficulty  this  hath  been  obtained  you  would  not  blame  those  whom 
you  have  trusted.  I  know  not  whether  it  will  be  convenient  or 
not  to  take  into  consideration  the  proposition  of  delinquents,  but 
if  it  will,  some  yielding  therein,  or  nothing  as  some  think,  may 
prevail  with  the  King  to  go  a  little  further  in  the  proposition  con- 
cerning the  Church.  We  are  now  at  leisure  here  till  we  receive 
your  further  commands,  the  work  is  with  the  Houses.  Deliberation 
and  a  full  House  may  do  well.  That  their  resolutions  may  be  such 
as  may  prevent  repentance  and  confusion  shall  be  the  hearty  prayer 
of  your  humble  servant.

The  Hague,  to  the  States  of  the  United  Provinces,  in  the  presence  of  Charles, 
Prince  of  Wales,  at  the  Hague.  His  Highness  [Prince  Charles] 
hath  long  thought  of  desiring  this  audience  in  his  own  person,  to 
acknowledge  the  great  civilities  he  hath  received  from  their  Lord- 
ships since  his  ari-ival  in  these  parts,  yet  he  hath  hastened  it  at 
t^his  time  upon  an    occasion  of  the  greatest   importance    to   hi^ 
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Highness  in  this  world,  and  which  he  presumes  will  find  a  deep 
resentment  with  their  Lordships.  It  cannot  be  unknown  to  them 
in  how  great  and  imminent  danger  the  life  of  tlie  King,  his  High- 
ness's  royal  father,  at  this  time  is.  How,  after  a  personal  treaty 
with  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament  by  his  Majesty's  concessions, 
there  was  such  a  progress  towards  peace  that  the  Houses  declared 
themselves  resolved  to  proceed  thereupon  towards  a  peace,  the 
which  in  all  probability  would  liave  been  effected,  if  the  Army  had 
not  seized  upon  the  person  of  the  King,  and  being  possessed 
thereof  marched  into  London,  and  there  imprisoned  the  members 
of  Parliament  and  such  other  persons  of  the  City  whom  they  found 
most  inclined  to  peace.  In  this  posture  stand  now  the  affairs  of 
that  miserable  kingdom,  the  King  imprisoned,  with  those  cir- 
cumstances of  restraint  that  a  servant  lately  sent  by  his  Highness 
[the  Prince]  to  see  his  Majesty  could  not  get  admission  to  his 
presence.  The  Parliament  so  dissipated  and  dispersed  that  no 
members  thereof  are  sufl'ered  to  meet,  except  tliose  who  concur  in 
and  submit  to  the  resolutions  of  the  Army,  being  not  above  50  in 
number  [out]  of  above  500.  The  House  of  Peers,  who  have 
unanimously  declared  against  this  proceeding  against  the  King, 
being  in  effect  dissolved  by  a  Declaration  passed  by  those  few  of 
the  Commons,  that  the  Sovereign  power  is  in  them  without  King 
or  Lords.  And  a  Council  of  War  constituted  to  govern  the 
kingdom,  who  in  the  first  place  have  isublished  a  remonstrance 
containing  the  model  of  the  new  government,  they  intend  to  settle ; 
which  is  equally  destructive  to  Parliament  as  to  King,  overthrows 
the  whole  fabric  and  constitution  of  the  kingdom  and  all  the  laws 
thereof,  and  exposes  the  Protestant  religion  to  the  invasion  of 
more  heresies  and  schisms  than  have  in  any  age  infested  the 
Church  of  Christ.  Not  content  with  this  confusion,  they  have 
declared  a  resolution  or  purpose  to  proceed  with  further  violence 
against  the  person  of  the  King,  implying  thoughts  of  deposing  him 
and  taking  away  his  life,  which  as  his  Highness  cannot  mention 
without  horroi',  so  he  is  confident  their  Lordships  do  not  hear 
without  equal  detestation.  How  these  unpareiled  proceedings 
concern  the  interest  and  quiet  of  all  Princes  and  States,  how  far 
this  extravagant  and  exorbitant  power  these  men  usurp  may  relate 
to  the  peace  of  their  neighbours,  how  far  the  reformed  religion 
may  suffer  by  tlie  scandals  of  their  actions,  who  profess  that 
religion,  his  Highness  needs  not  press  their  Lordships  to  consider, 
but  he  contents  himself  with  this  sad  relation  of  the  state  and 
distiess  the  kingdom  and  crown  of  England  at  this  time  are  in, 
assuring  himself  that  their  Lordships  will  proceed  thereupon  with 
that  affection  and  vigour  as  is  agreeable  to  their  own  justice  and 
honour,  and  to  the  great  estimation  and  regard  they  have  always 
professed  to  such  an  ally.

— Sir,  I  say  again,  that  so  I  might  give  satisfaction  to  the 
people  of  England  of  the  clearness  of  ray  proceedinguS,  not  by  way 
of  answer,  not  in  this  way  but  to  satisfy  them  that  I  have  done 
nothing  against  the  trust  that  hath  been  committed  to  me,  I  will 
do  it;  but  to  acknowledge  a  new  Court  against  their  privileges  to 
alter  all  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  kingdom  in  their  behalf,  Sir, 
you  must  excuse  me.  [His  Majesty  still  persisting  not  to  own  the 
Court,  they  refused  to  permit  him  to  deliver  his  reasons  against 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  by  word  of  mouth.  Nevertheless  his 
Majest}'  thought  fit  to  leave  them  in  writing  to  posterity,  and  they 
are  printed  in  Eeliquiai  Sacras  CarolinEe,  ed.

"  Lord  President  Bradshaw. — This  is  the  third  time  that  you  have 
publicly  disowned  this  Court  and  put  an  affront  upon  it.  How  far 
you  have  preserved  the  fundamental  laws  and  the  freedom  of  the 
subject  your  actions  have  spoken  it,  for  truly.  Sir,  men's  intentions 
are  used  to  be  shown  by  their  actions;  you  have  written  your 
meaning  in  bloody  characters  throughout  the  who'e  kingdom. 
But,  Sir,  the  Court  understands  your  meaning.  Clerk  record  the 
default,  and  gentlemen,  you  that  brought  the  prisoner,  take  him  back 
again. 

"King. — I  have  one  word  to  you ;  if  it  were  only  my  particular 
indeed  I  would  not. 

"  LordPi'efiident. — Sir,  you  have  heard  the  pleasure  of  the  Court, 
and  you  are,  though  you  will  not  understand  it,  to  find  that  you  are 
before  a  court  of  justice. 

"King. — Well,  Sir,  I  find  I  am  bsfovc  a  power;  and  [then]  went 
away.  These  wordn  he  spake  with  a  low  voice  as  he  was  going 
away. 

"  The  prisoner  being  thus  remanded  the  Court  adjourned  itaeH 
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forthwith  to  the  Painted  Chamber,  giving  notice  that  from  thence 
they  intended  to  adjourn  to  this  place  by  ten  of  the  clock  to- 
morrow morning. 

"  Painted  Chamber.  The  Court,  according  to  their  adjourn- 
ment from  Westminster  Hall,  come  together  from  thence  into 
the  Painted  Chamber,  where  they  sit  private  and  ordered 
as  foUoweth.  Ordered,  that  no  Commissioner  ought  or  shall 
depart  from  the  Court  without  special  leave  of  the  said  Court. 
This  Court  took  into  consideration  the  Lord  President's  managing 
of  the  business  of  the  Court  this  day  in  the  Hall,  and  the  King's 
refusal  to  answer  notwithstanding  he  had  been  three  several  times 
demanded  and  required  thereunto.  And  have  thereupon  fully 
approved  of  what  on  the  Lord  President's  part  had  then  passed; 
and  resolved  that,  notwithstanding  the  said  contumacy  of  the  King 
and  refusal  to  plead  which  in  law  amounts  to  a  standing  mute 
and  tacit  confession  of  the  charge,  and  [this]  notwithstanding  the 
notoriety  of  the  fact  charged ;  the  Court  would  nevertheless,  how- 
ever, examine  witnesses  for  the  further  and  clearer  satisfaction  of 
their  own  judgments  and  consciences,  the  manner  of  whose  exami- 
nation was  referred  to  further  consideration  the  next  sitting,  and 
warrants  were  accordingly  issued  forth  for  summoning  of  wit- 
nesses. Mr.  Peters  moveth  the  Court  as  a  messenger  from  the 
■King,  viz.,  that  the  King  desires  he  might  speak  with  his  chaplains 
that  come  unto  him  privately.  But  the  House  of  Commons  having 
taken  that  into  their  consideration  the  Court  conceived  it  not 
proper  for  them  to  intermeddle  therein.  The  Court  adjourneth 
itself  till  the  morrow  morning  at  nine  of  the  clock  to  this  place."

pp.  1008-101.5  from  a  tract  entitled  "  A  perfect  Narrative  of  the 
whole  Proceedings  of  tlie  High  Court  of  Justice  for  the  trial  of 
the  King  in  Westminster  Hall.  Published  by  authority  to  prevent 
false  and  impertinent  relations.  Jan.  20-27,  1648-49.  lacensed 
by  Gilbert  Mabbott,"  and  is  reprinted  in  Howell's  State  Trials, 
iv.,  pp.  994-1018.  After  the  morning  meeting  of  the  Commis- 
sioners in  the  Painted  Chamber  on  the  30th  January,  concluding 
with  the  entry,  "  Ordered,  that  the  scaffold  upon  which  the  King

such  warrant  as  he  shall  receive  fi-om  the  Committee  appointed 
to  take  the  accounts  of  the  moneys  disbursed  for  the  service  of  this 
Court,  and  the  said  gentlemen  are  desired  to  meet  at  Whitehall 
to-morrow  morning  and  take  an  exact  account  from  the  said  Capt.

Say,  the  aforesaid  members  of 
this  Court,  are  ordered,  on  the  behalf  of  the  Court,  to  peruse  and 
consider  the  whole  narrative  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  and 
prepare  the  same  to  be  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
who  are  for  that  purpose  to  meet  at  the  Lord  President's  lodging 
to-morrow  morning  at  9  of  the  clock,  and  endeavour  the  despatch 
of  the  whole  business  so  as  it  may  be  in  readiness  to  be  tendered  to 
the  House  on  Monday  morning  next.

I  pray  take  into  consideration  the  certificate 
from  Captain  Crowther,  and  return  me  your 
opinions  what  allowance  should  be  made  to 
Philip  Johnson  for  his  services  in  the  Irish

The 
master  of  the  *'  Rebecca,"  though  honest,  yet 
wants  spirit  to  undertake  anything  accom- 
panied with  appearance  of  danger,  I  hear 
from  Portsmouth  that  the  men  of  the  "  Gar- 
land" are  now  content  to  come  up  to  London 
with  their  tickets,  so  money  need  not  to  be 
sent  down  to  Portsmouth.  The  "  John's  "  men 
profess  a  willingness  to  oppose  the  revolted 
ships  provided  they  may  first  receive  their  pay, 
yet  I  question  whether  their  former  carriage 
hath  not  rendered  them  unfit  to  be  trusted. 
The  other  ships  unanimously  professing  their 
resolutions  to  adhere  to  the  Parliament  s  com- 
mands, and  particularly  to  oppose  the  revolted 
ships,  I  would  speedily  call  forth,  were  I  truly 
advised  where  the  revolters  are,  that  I  might 
accordingly  frame  my  instructions.

service ;  and  that  the  seamen  discharged  out 
of  the  Portsmouth  ships  have  not  only  deserted 
their  duty  but  have  also  unreasonably  pressed 
for  pay,  many  weeks  before  the  expedition 
expired ;  I  am  of  opinion  that  they  ought  to 
have  no  more  than  the  usual  pay  of  15s.  per 
mensem ;  wherein  notwithstanding  I  tliink  a 
difference  should  be  put  betwixt  those  that 
were  merely  passive  and  involved  by  the  others 
resolution.  For  those  who  are  characterized 
as  the  principal  actors  in  the  mutiny  and 
engagement  of  the  rest,  I  conceive  it  just  they 
should  lose  their  pay,  at  least,  that  it  should 
be  suspended ;  but  because  this  addition  of  4s. 
per  mensem  was  ordered  by  the  Parliament,  I 
shall  not  therefore  make  any  positive  conclu- 
sion in  the  premises,  but'  desire  you  to  confer 
thereabouts  with  the  Committee  of  the  Navy 
to  whose  wisdom  I  refer  it.  The  muster- 
master  shall  have  command  to  muster  the 
ships  once  in  two  or  three  days,  and  care  taken 
to  keep  the  seamen  from  going  ashore  at 
Gravesend,  no  boats  being  suflcred  to  land  any 
except  in  cases  of  importance.

84.  Petition  of  Dorothj",  relict  of  Philip  White,  Edw.  Keeling, 
Alice  Smith,  and  others,  p.art  owners  of  the  chains  laid  in  the 
Thames  for  mooring  of  ships,  to  the  King.  That  Philip  White 
having  invented  the  plan  of  mooring  ships  by  chains,  with  the 
advice  and  appi'obation  of  the  Masters  of  the  Trinity  House  and 
principal  commanders  of  ships  about  London,  laid  chains  in  several 
places  of  the  river  to  the  great  benefit  of  the  owners  of  shipping 
and  the  preservation  of  cordage.  He  was  granted  by  letters 
patents  of  King  James  the  sole  benefit  of  the  new  invention  for 
term  of  14  years  under  the  yearly  rent  of  5?.  to  the  King.  That 
since  then  White  and  his  partners  have  expended  great  sums  in  the 
ordering  and  disposing  of  chains,  to  the  great  advantage  and  se- 
curity of  ships.  Petitioners  have  now  twelve  chains  in  several 
places  about  this  river,  maintained  at  their  constant  great  yearly 
charges.  The  term  of  years  for  which  the  exclusive  right  was 
granted  to  Philip  White  having  expired,  petitioners  pray  your 
Majesty  to  grant  to  them  a  certain  term  of  years  for  their  enjoying 
of  the  berths  and  places  where  the  chains  have  been  laid,  and  for 
such  other  convenient  places  in  the  river  where  other  chains  may 
be  laid,  under  such  limitations  and  powers  as  shall  be  thought  meet, 
not  being  exclusive  to  any  other  persons.     [1  p.] 

85.  Petition  of  Roger  Wilde,  senior  and  junior,  Arthur  Wilde, 
and  others,  confectioners  of  Exeter,  to  the  Privy  Council.  There  is

"King  of  Mercia,  a.d.  833,  expressly  bequeathed  the  robe  he 
wore  at  his  coronation  to  the  Abbey  of  Croyland  for  the  use  of  the 
altar."

It  is  divided  Into  )jaragraphs  designated  "  considerations," 
of  Avliich  this  paper  comprises  the  3rd  to  the  20th  consideration. 
Under  the  3rd  consideration  it  is  stated :  "This  one  of  the  Duke 
of  Bavaria's  Privy  Council  plainly  writes  in  a  book  that  the 
Emperor  and  Duke  made  a  league  against  the  rebels  upon  certain 
conditions,  and  names  the  councillors  who  were  present  on  both 
sides.

succession  in  the  kingdom  of  Bohemia,  the  like  may  be  done  for 
his  succession  in  the  Empire  by  all  probabilities."  Under  the  9th 
consideration:  "  Let  it  now  be  considered  why  the  Elector  Palatine 
is  hated  and  proscribed.  He  did  not  weaken  the  majesty  and 
liberty  of  the  Empire,  troubled  not  the  public  peace,  put  none  of 
the  States  of  the  Empire  out  of  his  possession,  increased  no  man's 
wealth  to  the  hurt  of  the  commonwealth,  but  because  the  Palatines 
were  accounted  the  fittest  adversaries  to  the  House  of  Austria  not 
to  the  Empire."  Under  the  10th  consideration :  "  To  cover  the 
cause  of  the  [Thirty  years]  war  made  for  religion,  a  desire  of  peace 
is  everywhere  pretended,  but  that  which  is  done  proves  more  than 
that  which  is  deceitfully  conceived  to  the  grief  and  terror  of 
Germany.  The  Bohemish  cause  might  have  been  compounded  by 
a  friendly  treaty  or  decided  by  law,  both  which  the  Palatine 
always  desired,  and  it  had  been  best  for  the  Empire  that  it  had 
been  ended  by  law.  It  might  have  been  ended  by  arms  in  Bohemia 
where  the  war  began,  &c."  The  12th  consideration:  "In  the 
resolutions  given  to  the  English  ambassador  the  King's  virtues, 
moderation  of  mind,  sincerity  of  friendship  are  extolled,  and  his 
zeal  towards  justice  iu  his  [regard]  to  the  Infanta;  but  in  the 
letter  to  Zuinga  [Ziirich?]  his  Majesty's  interposition  and  word 
giving  is  rejected,  as  in  these  words,  Will  the  King  of  England 
undertake  ?  with  the  same  religion,  that  is  the  same  pefidiousness. 
For  it  is  said  a  little  before  that  the  Calvinists  keep  no  oath,  and 
there  the  same  religion  is  attributed  to  the  King  of  England  ;  the 
reason  is  there  added ;  for  that  where  occasion  is  given  to  commit 
wickedness  a  colour  may  easily  be  brought  for  breaking  faith."

Chapter  5,  of  alienations  and  dis- 
continuances. Chapter  6,  of  advowsons  ;  how  they  are  appendants 
or  in  gross ;  to  what  they  may  be  appendants  and  to  what  not. 
Chapter  7,  of  the  incidents  to  an  advowson  and  first  of  presentation, 
what  it  is,  and  the  difference  betwixt  presentation  and  ordination. 
Chapter  8,  who  may  present  to  benefi.ces  with  cure,  &c.  Chapter  9, 
within  what  time  the  presentation  must  be  to  avoid  a  lapse,  &c. 
Chapter  10,  when  the  King  may  revoke  his  presentation  and  where 
not.  Chapter  11,  of  examination  of  the  clerk  by  the  ordinary,  and 
of  his  admission  and  institution,  &c.  The  remaining  chapters  are 
wanting,  but  their  substance  is  indicated  by  the  table  of  contents.

The  interpretation  of  this  principle 
has  been  that  all  such  government  as  hath  right  of  making  laws 
and  so  forth,  is  founded  upon  or  sustained  by,  the  overbalance  of 
property,  that  is,  such  an  overplus  of  property  as  may  hold  the 
proportion  of  about  three  parts  in  four,  taking  property  to  be  that 
which  is  mine  and  thine  in  such  manner  that  it  cannot  be  taken 
away  without  injury.  This  interpretation  applies  only  to  national 
and  not  to  provincial  government.  Examples  of  Eome  and  Venice. 
The  balance  of  power  was  at  first  nearly  equal  between  the 
Israelites  and  the  Canaanites,  and  so  it  seems  to  have  been  between 
the  peo})le  of  Israel  and  their  kings,  who  drove  out  the  Canaanites, 
and  probably  because  that  was  naturally  necessary  unto  that 
government,  planted  themselves  upon  those  lands.  The  instances 
for  these  reasons  belong  not  to  the  principle  in  debate,  but  to 
another  that  comes  after.

10  stivers  do  make  one  English  shilling,  200  stivers,  or  33s.  id. 
Flemish,  equal  20s.  English,  20  .shillings  Flemish  equal  12s. 
English.     Summarily  that  five  of  their  coins  do  make  three  of  ours, 

36.  Petition  of  Thos.  Proctor  to  the  Privy  Council.  His  pro- 
posals for  improving  the  enrrency  and  supplying  small  coins  for 
change  by  the  alloy  of  silver  with  copper.  It  has  been  the  Royal 
care  of  precedent  Kings  tliat  there  be  no  scarcity,  but  rather  great 
plenty,  of  small  moneys  for  change  in  the  people's  hands,  and  these 
to  be  of  sterling  silver  even  unto  pence,  halfpence,  and  farthings,  aa 
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by  divers  statutes  may  appear.  But  in  our  times  the  sterling  silver 
is  of  such  fineness  and  high  price  that  these  cannot  now  be  made  of 
sterling  silver  and  this  conveniently,  because  then  they  would  be 
too  small  for  handling  and  counting  with  facility,  besides  the  silver 
of  the  land  would  be  in  danger  to  be  lost.  Great  need  of  small 
change.  This  want  must  necessarily  be  supplied  either  by  copper 
tokens  as  at  present,  or  else  by  such  small  moneys  alloyed  [with 
copper]  as  may  make  thein  big  enough  for  people's  handling  and 
counting.  For  the  above  and  other  reasons  it  is  better  to  have 
the  small  coins  of  silver,  though  greatly  alloyed,  than  to  have  the 
land  abounding  with  copper  tokens.  These  may  be  made  current 
by  way  of  rechange  only  so  far  as  the  copper  farthings  are,  and  so 
this  is  no  new  bringing  in  of  base  moneys.  For  when  the  lawful 
money  of  England  is  given  for  these  at  the  Rechange  Office,  how 
are  these  the  lawful  moneys  of  England  ?  [In  margin : — "  The  more 
silver  that  is  in  our  small  moneys  the  more  of  it  is  preserved  in  our 
coins ;  whereas  else  if  copper  goes  current  for  small  coins  as  now, 
yea  though  by  rechange,  the  silver  will  not  be  (so  much  as  should 
be)  preserved  in  our  coins.  The  over  great  inequality  between  the 
worth  of  208.  in  silver  and  2 is.  in  copper  is  a  great  inducenaent  to 
counterfeit  copper  tokens,  notwithstanding  such  punishments  as 
the  law  ordains."]  My  petition  is  that  if  this  motion  be  found  such 
as  suggested,  that  then  it  be  taken  by  your  Honours  in  good  part, 
and  petitioner's  poverty  be  in  some  way  relieved  in  recompense  for 
the  study  and  cost  this  matter  has  put  him  to.     [4  pp.] 

37.  Statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Fishmongers'  Company  so 
far  as  concerns  their  answer  to  the  charge  of  arrearages  of  rents 
delivered  to  them  by  the  patentees  for  supposed  concealment  of 
rents.

And  at  last  they  do  believe  that  all 
things  come  by  nature,  and  what  they  leave  undone  is  because 
they  would  not  be  shamed  among  men.  They  held  this  when  I 
bear  them  company,  but  on  going  to  Whitehall  one  Sunday  I  heard 
his  Grace  of  Canterbury  preach  from  a  text  out  of  Hosea,  and  was 
converted  from  these  erroneous  opinions. 

H.  N.  [has]  his  books  and  the  "  Rule  of  Perfection,"  but  especially 
that  cursed  book  called  "  Theologia  Germanica  ;"  there  are  [several 
copies]  of  them  in  Latin  and  manuscripts.  There  is  one  Fisher,  a 
barber  in  the  Old  Bailey,  who  writes  and  sells  them.  [Added  in 
Br.

[of  the  Family  of  the  Mount],  Edward  Hill,  a  tailor,  and  his  wife, 
in  Seething  Lane,  hard  by  Tower  Hill.  [Added  by  Lambe :  He  is 
a  chief  man  of  the  Family  of  the  Mount.]  Stephen  Proudlove, 
who  sells  small  wares  without  Bishopsgate-street  in  an  alley. 
[Added  by  Lambe :  He  travels  up  and  down  to  fairs,  &c.]  One 
Harford,  a  bookbinder  by  Paternoster  Eovv,  in  an  alley.  [Added  by 
Lamhe :  He  binds  Dr.  Everard's  books,  and  knows  all  his  ways.] 
One  Callo,  a  perfumer  in  Cloth  Fair,  near  Smithfield,  and  his  wife, 
an  Antinomian.  [Added  by  Lambe :  One  of  them,  whom  Veesie 
catched  [John  Vesey  was  a  messenger  of  the  High  Commission 
Court],  and  who  was  with  Sir  Henry  Marten  ;  besided  ten  others 
named. 

Now  for  the  Families  of  the  Valley.  They  hold  that  all  things 
are  done  according  unto  the  will  of  God,  but  deny  the  resurrection 
of  the  body,  and  say  that  there  are  no  deA'ils  but  themselves, 
denying  all  prayers  and  giving  of  God  thanks  for  anything  either 
in  this  life  or  the  life  to  come.  There  are  of  this  sect  one  Morgan, 
a  waiter  at  the  Custom  House.  [Added  by  Lam,be  :  A  tidesman  ; 
Dr.  Everai'd  got  him  the  place  from  Sir  Abraham  Dawes.]  One 
Abbot,  a  bookseller  in  Whitechapel.  [Added  by  Lamhe  :  He  hath 
been  a  Hodgekin,  and  is  contrary  to  them.]  One  Brothrentou  or 
Bradrinton,  a  widow  in  Gossett-street  by  the  Charter  House, 
[Added  by  Lambe  :  She  that  first  discovered  Hodgekin.]  One 
Margaret,  a  maid  in  St.  Martin's,  a  starcher  in  London.  [Added 
by  Dr.  Lambe :  Mr.  Shaw  and  after  Mr.  Gray,  a  young  minister, 
were  great  in  this  way]  ;  besides  three  others  named. 

Now  for  the  Sensualists  or  Essentialists.  These  had  their  opinion 
from  Mistress  Dunbar,  a  Scotchwoman.  They  do  hold  there  is  no 
sin  at  all,  but  what  is  done  God  doth  all,  in  what  kind  soever  it  be, 
good  or  ill.  There  are  seven  of  this  sect  named,  and  amongst 
them  Mr.  Knightley,  a  linendraper  at  Friday-street  end  in 
Cljeapside.  [Added  by  Lambe  :  He  hath  the  "  Essential  Will  of 
God "  translated  by  a  minister  in  Essex,  viz.,  he  that  wrote  the 
first  and  second  parts  of  the  "  Kule  of  Perfection."] 

Now  for  the  Family  of  the  Antinomians.  As  lor  that  opinion  it 
is  as  well  known  in  your  Court  [of  High  Commission]  as  I  can 
relate  it.  There  are  14  of  this  sect  named,  and  amongst  them 
one  Farthing  Jane,  a  victualler's  wife  at  Great  St.  Bartholomew's 
Gate,  near  Smithfield,  partner  with  Gallon.  [Added  by  Lambe: 
She  gave  information  against  them.]  The  writer  at  the  close  of 
this  paper  adds  :  "  I  do  not  this  out  of  envy  or  malice,  but  by  com- 
mand." [By  Br.  Lambe  :  Mr.  Hodges  is  lecturer  just  behind  the 
Exchange;  he  ha,th  all  these  books,  "Theologia  Germanica"  aAd,

Within  these  five  or  six  years,  the  Netherlanders  and  others  have 
imported  [hither]  hemp  and  tow  ready  dressed,  and  such  as  is 
converted  into  cloth,  which  daily  increases  their  trade  and  decreases 
petitioners',  and  the  flax  dressers  are  by  their  means  utterly  decayed 
and  brought  to  beggary.  At  first  they  undersold  them  both  in  flax 
and  toWj  and  so  continued  until  they  decayed  and  quite  beggared 
them ;  now  that  they  have  got  the  whole  trade  into  their  hands, 
they  sell  at  unreasonable  rates,  nearly  double  the  price  they  sold  it 
at  the  first. 

In  like  manner  they  have  begun  to  deal  with  petitioners,  bringing 
into  this  kingdom  their  dressed  hemp  and  tow,  which  pay  smaller 
customs  than  if  it  came  over  undressed  as  before,  and  so  undersell 
them  to  such  an  extent  that  some  who  liave  kept  20  or  30  men  at 
work,  now  employ  only  two  or  three  men,  whereby  hundreds  are 
already  brought  to  beggary,  and  soon  many  thousands  more  will 
be  the  same,  if  it  is  not  timely  prevented. 

In  regard  these  trades  employ  so  many  young  and  idle  people, 
who  otherwise  would  be  mere  vagrants,  it  is  hoped  that  Parliament 
will  pass  an  Act  creating  a  society,  and  ordaining  that  none  shall  use 
the  trade  except  they  have  served  seven  years'  apprenticeship,  as 
other  like  mysteries  are.     [f  p.]

Some  men  keep  12  or  14  apprentices,  and  when  their  time  is 
expired  they  are  forced  to  become  porters  or  labourers,  in  regard  of 
their  number,  besides  many  abuses  are  committed  for  want  of  some 
government,  every  man  working  for  his  own  advantage,  and  making 
the  work  saleable,  however  deceitful  it  may  be. 

It  is  therefore  desired  that  you  will  establish  some  government 
amongst  us,  providing  that  no  man  may  use  this  trade  unless  he  has 
served  seven  years,  whereby  the  King  may  be  well  and  truly  served, 
and  the  commons  not  so  much  wronged.

As  far  back  as  the  year  1800,  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons 
recommended  that  Indexes  and  Calendars  should  be  made  to  the  Public 
Records,  and  thirty-six  years  afterwards  another  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons  reiterated  that  recommendation  in  more  forcible  words  ;  but 
it  was  not  until  the  incorporation  of  the  State  Paper  Office  with  the  Public 
Eecord  Office  that  the  Master  of  the  Eolls  found  himself  in  a  position  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  for  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  House  of 
Commons. 

On  7  December  18GS,  he  stated  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  that 
although  "  the  Records,  State  Papers,  and  Documents  in  his  charge  con- 
"  stitute  the  most  complete  and  perfect  series  of  their  kind  in  the  civilized 
"  world,"  and  although  "they  are  of  the  greatest  value  in  a  historical 
"  and  coiistitutional  point  of  view,  yet  they  are  comparatively  useless  to 
"  the  public,  from  the  want  of  proper  Calendars  and  Indexes." 

Their  Lordships  assented  to  the  necessity  of  having  Calendars  prepared 
and  printed,  and  empowered  the  Master  of  the  Eolls  to  take  such  steps  as 
might  be  necessary  for  this  purpose.

On  25  July  1822,  the  House  of  Commons  presented  an  address  to  the 
Crown,  stating  that  tho  editions  of  the  works  of  our  ancient  historians 
were  inconvenient  and  defective ;  that  many  of  their  writings  still 
remained  in  manuscript,  and,  in  some  oases,  in  a  single  copy  only.  They 
added,  "that  an  uniform  and  convenient  edition  of  the  whole,  published 
"  under  His  Majesty's  royal  sanction,  would  be  an  undertaking  honour- 
"  able  to  His  Majesty's  reign,  and  conducive  to  the  advancement  of 
"  historical  and  constitutional  knowledge ;  that  the  House  therefore 
"  humbly  besought  His  Majesty,  that  He  would  be  graciously  pleased  to 
"  give  such  directions  as  His  Majesty,  in  His  wisdom,  might  think  fit, 
"  for  the  publication  of  a  complete  edition  of  the  ancient  historians 
"  of  this  realm." 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls,  being  very  desirous  that  effect  should  be  given 
to  the  resolution  of  the  Biouse  of  Commons,  submitted  to  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury  in  1857  a  plan  for  the  publication  of  the  ancient  chronicles  and 
memorials  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  it  was  adopted  accordingly. 

Of  the  Chronicles  and  Memorials,  the  following  volumes  have  been 
published.  They  embrace  the  period  from  the  earliest  time  of  British 
history  down  to  the  end  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 


1.  Thb  Ckronicle  q]?  Bnglaud,  by  John  Capgbave.     Edited  hy  the  Eev. 

F.  0.  HiNGESiON,  M.A.    1858. 

Capgi'ave's  Chronicle  extends  from  the  creation  of  the  world  to  the  year  1417.  As 
a  record  of  the  language  spoken  in  Norfolk  (being  wi'itten  in  English),  it  is  of  considerable 
value, 

2.  Chbonicon  Monasteeii  be  Abingdon.    Vols.  I.  and  II.     Bdited  hy  the 

Eev.  Joseph  Stevenson,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  Leighton  Buzzard.    1858. 

This  Chronicle  traces  the  history  of  the  monastery  from  its  foundation  by  King  Ina 
of  Wessex,  to  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  The  author  had  access  to  the  title  deeds  of  the 
house,  and  incorporates  into  his  history  various  charters  of  the  Saxon  kings,  of  great  im- 
poi-tance  as  illustrating  not  only  the  history  of  the  locality  but  that  of  the  kingdom. 

3.  Lives  op  Edwabd  the  Coneessob,    I. — La  Estoire  de  Seint  Aedward  le 

Eei.  II. — Vita  Beati  Edvardi  Regis  et  Confessoris.  III. — Vita

The  first  is  a  poem  in  Norman  French,  probably  \\Titten  in  1245.  The  second  is  an 
anonymous  poem,  written  between  1440  and  1460,  which  is  mainly  valuable  as  a  specimen  of 
the  Latin  poetry  of  the  time.  The  thii-d,  also  by  an  anonymous  author,  was  apparently 
written  between  1066  and  1074.

The  first  volume  contains  original  materials  for  the  history  of  the  settlement  of  the 
order  of  St.  Francis  in  England,  the  letters  of  Adam  de  Marisco,  and  other  papers.

This  work  gives  the  only  contemporaneous  account  of  the  rise  of  the  Lollards. 

6.  The  Buik  oe  the  Croniclis  or  Scotland  ;  or,  A  Metrical  Version  of  the 

History  of  Hector  Boece;  hy  William  Stbwaht.  Vols.  I.,  II.,  and 
III.    Edited  hy  W.  B.  Turnbull,  Barrister-at-Lavr.     1858. 

This  is  a  metrical  translation  of  a  Latin  Prose  Chronicle,  written  in  the  first  half  of  the 
1 6th  century.  The  narrative  begins  with  the  earliest  legends  and  ends  with  the  death  of 
James  I.  of  Scotland,  and  the  *'  evil  ending  of  the  traitors  that  slew  him."  The  peculiarities 
of  the  Scottish  dialect  are  well  illustrated  in  this  version. 

7.  Johannis  OAPsaAVE  Liber  db  Illustbibus   Henbiois,      Edited  hy  the 

Eev.  F.  0.  HiNGESTON,  M.A.    1858. 

The  first  part  relates  'only  to  the  history  of  the  Empire  from  the  election  of  Henry  I, 
the  Powler,  to  the  end  of  the  reign  of  the  Emperor  Henry  VI.  The  second  part  is  devoted 
to  English  history,  from  the  accession  of  Henry  I,  in  1100,  to  144<>,  which  was  the  twenty- 
foui-th  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  The  third  part  contains  the  lives  of  illustrious  men 
who  have  borne  the  name  of  Henry  in  various  parts  of  the  world.

This  is  a  Latin  Chronicle  extending  from  the  Creation  to  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of 
Edward  III.,  and  written  by  a  monk  of  Malmesbury,  about  the  year  1367.  A  continuation 
carries  the  history  of  England  down  to  the  year  1413. 

10.  Memorials  or  Henry  the  Seventh  :  Bernard!  Andrese  Tholosatis  Vita 
Regis  Henrici  Septimi ;  neonon  alia  qusedam  ad  eundem  Eegem 
spectantia.    Edited  hy  James  G-airdnee.     1858. 

The  contents  of  this  volume  are — (1)  a  life  of  Henry  VII.,  by  his  poet  Laureate  and 
historiographer,  Bernard  Andr6,  of  Toulouse,  with  some  compositions  in  verse,  of  which  he 
is  supposed  to  have  been  the  author ;  (2)  the  journals  of  Eoger  Machado  during  certain 
embiUisies  to  Spain  and  Brittany,  the  first  of  which  had  reference  to  the  marriage  of  the 
King's  son,  Arthur,  with  Catharine  of  Arragon  ;  (3)  two  curious  reports  by  envoys  sent  to 
Spain  in  ]  .505  touching  the  succession  to  the  Crown  of  Castile,  and  a  project  of  marriage 
between  Henry  \1L  and  the  Queen  of  Naples ;  and  (4)  an  account  of  Philip  of  Castile's 
reception  in  England  in  ISOd.    Other  documents  of  interest  are  given  in  an  appendix.

The  Liber  Alhus,  compiled  by  John  Carpenter,  Common  Clerk  of  the  City  of  London  in 
the  year  1419,  gives  an  account  of  the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions  of  that  City  in  the 
12th,  13tli.  14th,  and  early  part  of  the  llith  centuries.  The  Liber  Custumarum  was  com- 
piled in  the  early  part  of  the  14th  centmy  during  the  i-eign  of  Edward  II.  It  also  gives  an 
account  of  the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions  of  the  City  of  London  in  the  12th,  ISth, 
and  early  part  of  the  14th  centuries.

The  "  Uepressor  "  may  be  considered  the  earhest  piece  of  good  theological  disquisition 
of  which  our  English  prose  literature  can  boast.  The  author  was  born  about  the  end  of  the 
fourteenth  century,  consecrated  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph  in  the  year  141rl,  and  translated  to  the 
see  of  Chichester  in  145U,  His  work  is  interesting  chiefly  because  it  gives  a  full  account  of 
the  views  of  the  Lollards,  and  it  has  great  value  for  the  philologist.

The  Topographia  Hibemica  (in  Vol.  V.)  is  the  result  of  Giraldus'  two  visits  to  Ireland, 
the  first  in  1183,  the  second  in  1186-6,  when  he  accompanied  Prince  John  into  that  country. 
The  Expugnatio  Hibemica-  was  written  about  1188,  and  may  be  regarded  rather  as  a  great 
epic  than  a  sober  relation  of  acts  occurring  in  his  own  days.  Vol.  VI.  contains  the  Itine-

The  first  iu  folio,  eon- 
tains  the  counties  of  Bedford,  Berks,  Bucks,  Cambridge,  Chester,  and 
Lancaster,  Cornwall,  Derby,  Devon,  Dorset,  Gloucester,  Hants,  Hereford, 
Herts,  Huntingdon,  Kent,  Leicester  and  Rutland,  Lincoln,  Middlesex, 
Northampton,  Nottingham,  Oxford,  Salop,  Somerset,  Stafford,  Surrey, 
Sussex,  Warwick,  'Wilts,  Worcester,  and  I'ork.  The  second  volume,  in 
quarto,  contains  the  counties  of  Essex,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk. 

Domesday  Book  was  printed  verbatim  et  literatim  during  the  last  century, 
in  consequence  of  an  address  of  the  House  of  Lords  to  King  George  III. 
in  1767.  It  was  not,  however,  commenced  until  1773,  and  was  completed 
early  in  1783.  In  1860,  Her  Majesty's  Government  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Master  of  the  KoUs,  determined  to  apply  the  art  of  photozincography 
to  the  production  of  a  fac-simile  of  Domesday  Book.
